W HEN the Society visited Beetham Church on the 26th June, 
1903, the Rev. Austin Slack, then the vicar, read a paper on 
the church containing extracts from the “ Repository,” a large MS. 
volume compiled by the Rev. William Hutton, who was vicar of 
Beetham for 49 years, from 1762 to 1811. These extracts excited 
some interest amongst the members present, and it was afterwards 
resolved by the Council to transcribe the book in pursuance of one 
of the objects of the Society to print all hitherto unpublished MSS. 
relating to the two counties. The necessary permission was given 
by Mr. Slack, and confirmed by his successor, the Rev. J. Ormandy 
Crosse. 

The volume is a large folio of 208 pages, composed of 100 leaves 
of parchment and four of paper, with a fly leaf at each end. The 
parchment leaves measure i6f inches by 10J inches, and the writing 
is contained on 172 pages of parchment and six of paper, and on one 
of the fly leaves. The binding is of old soft brown leather, with a 
panelled pattern on each side, and on the back is written “ History 
of this Parish.” I have shewn the original pagination by figures 
within square brackets in the margin. 

The book may be divided into two main parts. The first part, 
extending from pp. 3 to 86 (pp. 1 to 77 and p. 83 of MS.), consists 
principally of matters of record, such as copies of grants and tythe 
deeds, extracts from wills, inquisitions, lists of subscriptions, per¬ 
ambulations, and other like matters. The second part, which 
begins on p. 86 (p. 99 of MS.), contains the historical accounts of 
Beetham and its townships and the pedigrees, and will be perhaps 
the more interesting to the general reader. 

Nearly the whole of the MS. is in the handwriting of the author, 
but there are several later additions by subsequent vicars and 
others, and these I have indicated by italics. There are several 
illustrations which have been reproduced wherever possible. In the 
case of those which could not be reproduced, I have added an 
explanatory note. The object which I have kept in view has been 
to reproduce the book exactly in its present form as nearly as 
possible, preserving all the peculiarities, but with the addition of 
such notes as might serve by way of either illustration or correction.

All such additions are contained within square brackets. I have 
not, however, followed the order of the book throughout. The 
accounts of some of the places are carried over from page to page, 
having evidently occupied some time in writing, and the intervening 
pages have in the meantime been used for other matter. For con¬ 
venience sake I have thrown these pages together, and I have also 
re-arranged the pedigrees, putting them all together, and in other 
ways tried to make the work more useful for purposes of reference. 
Mr. Hutton’s index is meagre, and I have therefore substituted a 
fuller one of my own. 

I have to acknowledge the kind co-operation of the Rev. J. 
Ormandy Crosse, who helped in the work of transcribing, and who 
has written a short account of the author.

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SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF 
THE KEY. WILLIAM HUTTON, 1737-1811. 


“ MAN goeth forth to his work and to his labour until the 
evening.” A blue-grey flag of slate by the chancel step in 
the parish church of Beetham tells briefly and simply of the evening 
of life’s day that closed upon William Hutton—“ Lucy Hutton 1788. 
W. Hutton. Vicar. 1811.” And on the sill of one of the south 
windows stands an urn-shaped marble memorial bearing the fuller 
inscription, “S.M. Gulielmi Hutton. Annos Fere lii Hujus 
Ecclesi^e Vicarii Ob: vi Aug: An: Dom: mdcccxi ^et: su^e 
lxxiv ”; while on the reverse side is one half smoothed away, 
evidently imperfect, 44 S.M. Gulielmi Hutton. Vicarii Hujus 
Eclesi^e li Annos. ob: 6 th Aug t 1811. ^Et: lxxiv.” But the 
chief monuments that bless his memory are two parchment-leafed 
books wrought bv his own hand, inestimable records for the 
generations that should come after him—the “ Repository,” which 
is here printed and published by the Cumberland and Westmorland 
Antiquarian and Archaeological Society; and the no less valuable 
transcript of the oldest parish registers embracing the period of 
1604-1770. 

William Hutton, of Overthwaite and Beetham House, was the 
posthumous son of George Hutton of Overthwaite, and was born on 
the 29th of January, 1737 (of our present reckoning). 44 I Was born 
on Jan* 29 th 1736 (o.s.),” he himself records. 44 William the son of 
George Hutton deceased and Eleanor his relict of Overthwaite 
baptized February the 4 th 1736,” is the baptismal entry in the parish 
register. 

George Hutton’s burial is given thus:—“ George Hutton of Over¬ 
thwaite was buryed June the 25 th 1736.” That is, according to the 
old style of reckoning (when the New Year began on March 25th), 
seven months prior to William's birth. 

Overthwaite, now a large manor farmstead only, once a small 
hamlet, in the parish of Beetham, lies quiet but lonely beneath the 
rough and broken limestone crag called Farleton Knott. 44 By con¬ 
traction Worfat alias Overthwaite or Orforth, from the situation

over the Ford or Th waite*—that is, over the water or the meadows 
from Whasset and Milnthorpe .... The village of Over- 
thwaite about 1610 was entirely Huttons, and it seems the place 
from whence all the Huttons in the parish at first were derived.” 
(“ Repository,” vide Overthwaite.) 

Thomas Hutton acquired the property of Overthwaite in the early 
part of the sixteenth century, and it remained with his descendants 
till the latter half of the nineteenth century. 

William Hutton was educated at Sedbergh School about 1750 
(where three others of his family and four of his name have been 
educated at various times in the eighteenth, nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries), and was at Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1759. In 1760 
he became curate of Beetham: below the christenings of that year 
in the register transcript is this note:—“ Registered by me W. 
Hutton, curate, who entered in May this 1760.” Two years later 
he succeeded Daniel Wilson, M.A. (resigned), as vicar, which event 
he records in another note at the end of the burials in 1762:— 
“ Registered by me W. Hutton made Vicar of Beetham Sept. 14. 
1762.” And this office he held till his death, August 6th, 1811. 
Thus, as curate and vicar, he had the spiritual care of his native 
parish for fifty-one years, and his grandson William—son of Major 
William Hutton—succeeding the Rev. Joseph Thexton, was likewise 
vicar of Beetham from 1844 to 1881, when he died. So the William 
Huttons—grandsire and grandson—between them had the cure of 
souls in the parish of Beetham for a period of eighty-eight years. 

William Hutton was twice married. One child, a son George, 
who died in 1770 at the age of 3^ years, was born to him by his 
first wife Mary Hutton, whom he married June 10th, 1765, and to 
whom he pathetically alludes:—“ Helslack (Hazelslack) gave to the 
writer of this book a good wife, Mary the daughter of M r John 
Hutton. God took her from him in 1768, she and her only son died 
martyrs to consumption ” (vide “ Repository,” page 100 [p. 113 of 
MS.]). 

His second wife, Lucy, was daughter and co-heiress of Rigby 
Molyneux, Esquire, and we may gather from the following letter to 
the parishioners that the day he married Lucy Molyneux he pre¬ 
sented this manuscript to the parish:—“ The collection in this 


* “ Thwaite ” means “ a wood clearing; ” c.f., “ Crosthwaite ”—a word that, 
coming readily and easily to the northern tongue, may have changed the more 
ancient Overford to Overthwaite (c.f., Carnforth is Keerenford, or Ford of the 
Keer; to this day called by some “ Carnthut,” or “ Carnthwaite "). 

The direct way from the farmstead to Kendal market was across the ford just 
below where the St. Sunday and Peasey Beck flow together and form the Bela. 

The register of 1656 contains this entry :—George die son of George Hutton 
of Overforth born 10 th Nov; Baptised 14 of the same month 1656."

Volume is made, and it is freely given to your Vestry Chest by me 
this 23 of April 1771 (my 2 nd Wedding Day) ” (“ Repository,” page 
86 [p. 99 of MS.]). 

Two memorial tablets of white marble, side by side on the south 
wall, in what is sometimes called “ The Beetham Chapel ” in the 
parish church, record the deaths of Mary and Lucy. 

Sacred to the memory of

This latter tablet is adorned with office book and holy loaf, and 
heraldic shield—harts’ heads and cross. William and his descen¬ 
dants quarter the Molyneux cross with the harts’ heads of the 
Huttons in their coat of arms. 

Lucy Molyneux was a clever woman, and author of a little book 
entitled The Punishment of Eve —the manuscript of which is said to 
have been deposited in the parish chest—and of some letters 
quaintly entitled On the Antediluvian Females . William was the first 
to transfer his residence from the homestead at Overthwaite to 
Cappleside in Beetham, which he rebuilt, and is now known as 
Beetham House.

William’s mother, Eleanor Hutton, bought this house, referred to 
under the name of Cappleside demesn and manor, formerly called 
Hilton House, which he afterwards pulled down, and (as he says in 
the “ Repository,” page 123 fp. 143 of MS.]) “at this moment July 
5 th 1771 I am building a new one in the garden.” A further restora¬ 
tion was made in 1792 and in 1882. 

There is a sketch of this building in the “ Repository,” a repro¬ 
duction of which is made, and appears in this book. It is not easy 
at once to recognise the scene, as alterations since that time have 
somewhat changed the features of the landscape. The road now 
crosses the Bela by a bridge just below Beetham House, whereas 
formerly it crossed some little way above the present place; and a 
large island opposite Beetham House was removed by William’s 
son, leaving a broad, shallow expanse of water. 

Many are the simple memoranda of passing events, so full of 
interest now, that William Hutton has left in the register transcript, 
and also in the minute book of Heversham School, of which he was 
a Governor; nor must we forget the old minute book of Beetham 
Grammar School which in 1765 William Hutton presented to his 
fellow-managers, giving a brief history of the school, and “ a list of 
Feoffes from the first Foundation as far as is come to my know¬ 
ledge.” (Extracts from this book have been rewritten in the 
“ Repository.”) It commences with a very dignified and charac¬ 
teristic address to his co-trustees:—“ Gentlemen, Feoffes for the 
School of Beetham. It is the duty of Every man, next to his 
domestic concerns to assist the community in which he is placed by 
Providence,” &c. 

It was in this same spirit of a high sense of duty to his generation, 
and the generations to come after, that he also made the transcrip¬ 
tion of the old parish registers, which he dedicates to the memory 
of Eleanor Hutton his mother; on the title page of which he com¬ 
mences “ Sat me felicem putabo, si patriae utilis esse possum.” “ I 
give and dedicate this Volume (to be placed in the church of 
Beetham for ever) a monument to the memory of the good Eleanor 
Hutton, my mother, a Christian indeed in whom there was no guile, & 
to whom I stand indebted for the advantage of a pious education.” 
While with a tenderness very pathetic—recalling, no doubt, his 
mother’s sacred confidences—he adds, “ The glory of the children 
are their fathers,” Prov. 17th and 6. 

Among the burials of 1758 is that of “Eleanor Hutton of Liver¬ 
pool, widow, Sept. 2i Bt ”; and in the original register is this note:— 
“ Mother to me W. H. vicar of Beetham; she was an exceedingly 
good woman* & will be long remembered in the Parish.” But in 
the transcript one reads:—“This was the amiable pious woman, 
mother to me.”

And in the opening memorandum he writes:—“ I must declare, 
that as the love of my native Parish was the reason of my under¬ 
taking such a work, so have I faithfully executed it. Wherever I 
could not be positive (that I knew the name) then I have wrote the 
words and true copy, rather than pawn upon future times a wrong 
name.” 

And with the beautiful and simple eucharist to God with which 
he finishes the register transcript, I conclude this brief and imperfect 
sketch of his inspiring life:—“And now, I praise Thee, I thank Thee 
O God for bringing me to this conclusion, which is written on the 
one thousand seven hundred and seventieth commemoration of the 
Birth of my blessed Saviour. May my name be found in the Book 
of Life— Amen. W m Hutton Vicar.”

Ralph Buskell Gentl n died in a.d. 1712 very poor as 
appears by his Will prov’d in that Year. He only possess’d 
the Above Tyths or part of Them & he had Mortgaged Them 
to Thomas his eldest Son for ^23 to Whom He leaves 5 s /- & 
his s d Tythes He leaves to his 2 d Son Ralph Buskell

The Mosses, Meadows & Low Grounds of Hale, Burton &

perfect & Solid Advantage; Addresses were therefore made 
by the Tenants, at sundry times to Lord Derby; that a 
subscription might be opened by them, & that He wou d favor 
them in the Undertaking; particularly in a.d. 1758, when I 
myself joined in a Petition. The affair met not with Success 
till July 1769, when the Articles & Award were drawn to 
engage every Person to certain conditions, & to pay a pro- 
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portionable rate of Money F* Acre. At the same time r 
N umber of Laborers took the Work in four Lotts, altogether 
being the Space of 712 Roods or nearly three Miles in length. 
The Expence was ^168 : io 8 : 3^ d . The Quantity of Acres 
w** paid to it were in Burton i28 acrc 1 rood ; in Holm 77*®* 
1 rood; & in Hale i33 acre 2 rood, in all 339 Acres were drained 
& effectually relieved. Not to say that in Consequence of 
this first Movement, 3 Miles more Draining was undertaken 
by other People & happily com pleated. Such a Spirit of 
improvement possessed the Landed people, that they who 
took the first Lot & begun at piesbridge foot, meeting with a 
very hard Rock got ^3 : o 8 : o d given in Ale, before they 
worked thro* It. This beneficial Improvement was finished 
April 18 th 1770. In so little a Time as must surprize 
Posterity. Amongst others Who promoted this Affair 
Leonard Hadwen, W m Atkinson, M r John Smith, M r Ja* 
Dowker Attorney, M r Tho 8 Dand my Lords Steward & above 
all M r Tho 8 Sill of Burton were most Conspicuous.

Extract from an Agreement betwixt several Persons 
in the Townships of Beetham Hale Burton & Holm sign’d 
June 6 th 1769 with their Agents & Trustees, wherein it is 
agreed, that Thomas Sill & five more Persons shall procure 
The Drain to be well & sufficiently cut, opened & levelled ; 
& to do all Acts whatsoever w 0 * 1 in their respective judgments 
shall be necessary for carrying on & finishing effectualy the 
said Intended Drain. And They are hereby impower’d to set 
about the Same ; & it is hereby declared that all necessary 
Charges & Expences shall be reimbursed to Them &c &c— 
Therefore the several Parties, their Heirs &c do covenant 
with the said Trustees & Agents, That They & every of 
Them in proportion to the Number of Acres of Meadow & 
Peatmoss, of which They no'w are or shall at any time here¬ 
after be Owners for the Time being, shall upon every request 
made, well & truly pay unto the said Agents all such Sums 
of Money as They or any two of Them have expended &c— 
And They the Agents do Hereby agree with the other Parties 
& their Heirs &c That They & every of Them at the joint 
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charge of the Subscribers shall to their best Skill cause by 
all proper Ways & Means the said drain to be finished to the 
intents & Purposes afore mentioned.—And They the Parties, 
Owners of any Parcel of Meadow or Peat Moss lying within 
the precints of the said Divisions & Subscribers, Covenant & 
agree, that from & after the said Drain shall be finished, That 
They or Their Heirs &c Proprietors for the Time being of 
Meadow or Moss within the precinct of Burton shall & will 
at all times &c (when & as often as Occasion shall be) at 
their own proper Cost & charge as usually heretofore, keep 
or cause to be kept such part of the Drain as lies within the 
precinct of Burton, well & sufficiently opened, cleansed, 
scoured & dressed so that the Water shall have free & unin¬ 
terrupted Passage thro* the same &c—And They the several 
Parties &c within the Precincts of Hale, do Hereby for 
themselves & their Heirs &c covenant & agree to & with all 
the other Parties, Subscribers to these Presents, Their Heirs 
&c That for & after the said Drain shall be finished, that 
They or their Heirs shall & will from time to time & as often 
as Occasion shall require, at their own proper Charge, keep 
or cause to be kept such part of the Drain as doth 
[62] lie within the Township of Hale, well & sufficiently 
opened, cleansed, scoured and dressed; so as the 
Water shall have free & uninterrupted passage thro* the 
same &c : And also that They shall & will at their proper 
Charges take down & rebuild all their Stone Bridges laid 
over this antient Drain, so as that the Water be not the 
least interrupted ; & also that They shall & will sufficiently 
cut open & level that part of Holm beck up to a place called 
Wringnook, in order that the Water may have free passage 
through. And also shall & will at all times hereafter keep 
the same well & sufficiently cleansed & Scoured &c And They 
the said Parties within the Precincts of Holm do for Them¬ 
selves & their Heirs &c covenant & agree with all the other 
Parties, That from & after the said Drain is finished, that 
they & their Heirs Proprietors of Meadow or Peatmoss 
within the Precinct of Holm shall & will from time to time & 
as often as occasion may require, at their own proper Cost, 
keep or cause to be kept such part of the Drain as doth lye 
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within the Precinct of Holm, well & sufficiently opened 
cleansed & Scoured &c & shall & will at their proper Charge 
take down & rebuild their Stone Bridges over the Drain. 
Lastly, That shou d any Dispute or variance arise, hereafter, 
that it shall be referred to two indifferent Persons to be 
elected by a majority of Votes, twenty days after such dispute 
shall arise, & in Case such dispute cannot be agreed by these 
two Persons, then in twenty Days, by One Indifferent Person 
whom these two shall choose.— 

The Above Agreement on Stampt Parchment was sign’d & 
Seal’d by above 60 Persons.—

He, no 
doubt, resided at Yealand Redman in a house which must have stood on or near 
the site of the present farmhouse known as Yealand Hall at Yealand Storrs. 
This house had been burnt by the Scots in the time of his great grandfather, Sir 
Matthew de Redman, who died before 1254 (see The Redmans of Levens and 
Harewood , by W. Greenwood). It must have been surrounded by a park, as 
the name Storrs implies; and tradition says that red deer were kept by the 
successors of the Redmans, in the enclosure now called Thrang Wood, down to 
the end of the eighteenth century.—E d.]

In 1792 Most of the rest did the same, & the Deed is 
reposited in the Vestry Chest. This mentions all Timber 
Trees, & other Trees of Oak, Ash, Yew, Holly, Elm, Crab¬ 
tree. 
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[74] In compliance with the request of the Rev: W. Hutton , 
a former Vicar , and the Grandfather of my immediate 
predecessor, to be found on Page 201 of this valuable work , I now 
proceed to “fill up the waste leaves of this book with what arises 
new in the days of my office.” In so doing I find that I am following 
in the steps of the late Vicar , who added much interesting matter 
during his incumbency of 37 years. 

On Page 12 Sit will be seen that the Rev: W. Hutton , M.A. 
Queen’s Coll: Oxford “entered into Rest” on Sunday , Novr 1881. 

The Bishop of Carlisle , Z> Harvey Goodwin , who became the

the same year. 

On Jan: 28 th , 1882, I circulated the following 
Letter :— 

“ My dear Parishioners , 

On Tuesday next I hope to be 1 Inducted * into the 
Parish Church by Canon Ware , acting for the Archdeacon, I have 
arranged for a short Service after it, at 3.30, when the Canon will 
deliver an Address, I earnestly invite all that are able to come to 
meet me in God's Holy House , that we may unite together in prayer 
for His Blessing upon our new relationship of Pastor and People.

Your faithful servant in Christ 
G. W. Cole , Vicar.” 

in response to which a goodly number of Parishioners assembled. The 
Prayers were said by the Rev. J. Harrison , Incumbent of Bar bon, 
the Special Lesson , Ezekiel xxxiii 1-11, being read by the Rev: 
Canon Gilbert , Vicar of Heversham. In his Address Canon Ware , 
after paying a tribute of respect to the memory of the late Vicar , 
earnestly exhorted all present to welcome his Successor , who had been 
fellow-worker with himself at Kirkby Lonsdale for four years , and 
had been known to the Patron from boyhood. 

At the next Easter Vestry Meeting the following Resolution was 
carried unanimously , all standing :— 

“ That this Vestry desires to record its deep sense of the great loss 
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which the parish has sustained by the death of the late Rev: W. 
Hutton, M.A., who was for 37 years its esteemed and much-respected 
Vicar; and whilst mourning his loss, is glad to remember that he 
was spared to see the complete restoration of his Church, a work which 
He had so much at heart .” 


Beetham Chapel 

has been enriched by a painted Window in its East End. This was 
dedicated on Sunday, April 30 th 1882, to the memory of George 
Crowle Wilson, its cost being defrayed by friends neighbours, the 
two coats of Arms being removed to the small window next the Door.

[83] Perambulation of the Lord of the Manor of Beetham Sep . 

22 23 1864. 

The Boundaries of the Manor as copied front a paper forwarded to 
the Vicar of Beetham Rev d W m Hutton by the Deputy Steward, 

“ We find & present the ancient Bounds of the Manor of Beetham 
are in these terms—namely commencing at Bryram Nook or Bryram 
Gate then proceed Westerly to Challen Ings then to Hale Head then 
to High Nook of San Dub then to Leave Bridge then to Wye 
Meadow then to Middleborrow Nook and along the wall to it end at 
the Sands—then by the shore side to the Yew Rake Style in Arnside and 
from thence in a direct line to a place called the Seatle otherwise Settle 
otherwise Saddle in Holme Island thence by another direct line to a place 
called the Red Well in Blawith on the West Shore thence by the Shore 
except where the Castle Head Poo leaves the Shore above the Red 
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Well in such case the Boundary goes from the line from the Seatle or 
Settle or Saddle to the Red Well by the Castle Head Poo to where it 
leaves the sand or the shore the Boundary leaves the Boundary of 
Lancashire & proceeds along the North Shore to where the Black 
Dyke in Foulshaw opposite the White Well in Whitbarrow empties 
itself in the Sands thence by a straight line across the Bay to 
Standing Stone on the South Shore. 

At this point the Riding or perambulating of the Boundary is 
adjourned till the following day the 23 d of Sept* 1864 to recommence 
at the said Standing Stone at ten o'clock a.m. 

On the 23 d September 1864 the perambulation of the Boundary of the 
said Manor was continued commencing at Standing Stone on the South 
Shore thence to Stafflin Gate otherwise Stephen Gate then to Crab 
Tree Acre then to Hoggarths Garden Nook then to Abbs otherwise 
Abbeys well otherwise Saint John's Well then to Whassett Yeat 
then to Newlands Nook then to Wyethet then to Rokellet Well then 
to Hale Field Gate then to Bryram Gate or Bryram Nook where it 
commenced on the 22 d September 1864. And we the said Jurors do 
further present that we have according to public notice given to all 
persons interested therein perambulated the Boundaries of the said 
Manor of Beet ham on the 22 nd and 23 d days of September 1864 in 
the presence of the Deputy Steward of the said Manor and of M r John 
Holme the Agent of George Edward Wilson Esqre the Lord of the 
said Manor and in the presence of other persons whose names are here - 
unto subscribed amongst many other persons present .

I have been, doing something 
like this for above 30 years, & have collected many things of 
publick concern to my Parish. Your Parish I was most 
deficient in, of any; therefore you will judge how beneficial you 
have been to me. It is a pity, you do not leave the left hand 
page Blank for occasional Insertions. I am vastly pleased 
with your attempt to ascertain the pronuntiation ; In process 
of Time it will be matter of extreme Curiosity.

It is in circumference 
exclusive of the Chapeldry of Witherslack about eighteen 
Miles 1x1 * 4 . Contains acres arable & Meadow Ground : 

about acres common right.—The Parish of Beetham 
makes part of The Ward of Kendal. The County was 
antiently divided into 4 Wards which were fixed at certain 
passes, in order to repell the plundering Parties out of Scot¬ 
land. Our Parish has the peculiarity of being the only one 
in the County bordering on the Sea, therefore the only One 
favor’d by Heaven with Navigation, or a Sea fishery.—In the 
year 1760 a.d. It contain’d 164 Houses 766 Souls, & buries 
its Inhabitants in about fifty Years.

[102] The Parish of Beetham may be divided into four 
Heads or Townships viz. 

1. Beetham which includes the Village of Beetham, 
Waterhouses, Slackhead, Leighton-beck, Wood 
Edges, Wray, Haverbrack, Dallam Tower, Sandside, 
Helslack, Storth and Arnside. From these however, 
the Manor of Haverbrack may be detached being pro¬ 
perty of itself as also that of Capulside. 

2. Hale & Whasset including Hangbridge & Piousbridge. 

3. Farlton including Overthwaite & Akebank. 

4. Witherslack including Meethap & Ulvah. 

NB I confine myself to the 3 Divisions which lie on the 
South Side of the Sands, & begin first with the Township of 
Beetham. 

Beetham Manor. 

This i Bt & principal Township takes its name from & owes 
its very existence to the Manor. As in the Feodal System, 
every Thing is held of the premier Lord, so in a discourse of 
the circumstances of Society all growing out of such Customs, 
we are necessitated to begin w‘ h the Head on w* all the 
Members depend. 
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Beetham Hall then is the Fountain of Honor, watering the 
whole Parish, with w ch the Manor is just commensurate.* 
The Romans gave their own names to their Villages; Our 
Ancestors were named of theirs, & thus Thomas de Beetham. 
The antient Seat of Beetham Hall or Castle is happy in 
Wood, Water & Champagne Ground. Cambden observes, 
that every Man’s House of any note in the northern Counties 
was built like a Castle on account of the Incursions of the 
Scotts. Leland calls it Beetham Castle. D r Burn says “ it 
was at the time of the Conquest part of the Possessions of 
Tosti Earl of Northumberland.” Twas given away to Roger 
of Poictou, for Dooms-Day Book is thus. 

[103] “ In Biedun habuit Tosti Comes 6 Carucatas Terrae 

. ad Geldum : nunc habet Rogerus Pictaviensis et 
Erwin Presbyter sub eo. In Faritun 4 Carucatas.” So that 
Erwin the Priest held the Manor under Roger of Poictou. 
This Manor afterwards belong’d to the Family of Talbois 
Barons of Kendal, except what was given away to Religious 
Houses. King Richard the first we find, having given Farlton 
to Gilbert Son of Roger Fits Reinfrid; & His Son ; in the 
next Reign being taken at the Siege of Rochester Castle 1215 
a.d. King John required a Ransome for Him & till it cou’d 
be paid, the Sons & D rs of ten several neighbouring Knights 
were kept as Hostages, viz the Son & Heir of Roger de 
Burton ; the Daughter & Heiress of Adam de Redman de 
Yelland; & the Son ,or Daughter of Thomas de Beetham with 
several others. This Thomas says D r Burn was a Witness 
amongst other Gentlemen to a Conveyance of Land to divers 
Persons by S r John Fleming of Beckermet in the 26 th of 


* This is a Mistake, for Witherslack is a distinct Manor 
tho’ belonging to the same Lord. Haverbrack also is a dis¬ 
tinct Manor. Farlton & Overthw 1 Manor has been long pur¬ 
chased Free. 

Note. It appears that Overthwaite was a Manor to itself. If so 
is there a Lordship of that “ Manor ” now existing in the hands of 
owners of that property ?

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Henry 3 d or 1240 a.d.* * * § In the 30 th Edw d i st 1302 a.d. & the 
5 th of Edw d 2 d 1312 a.d. a Thomas De Beetham was Knight 
of the Shire for Westmorland.! 

In the 4 th of Edw d the 2 d 1311 a.d., the said Thomas 
obtained a Charter for a Market & a Fair at Beetham. In 
the 17 th of the same Reign 1324 a.d.J Ralph de Beetham was 
a juror on the Inquisition post Mortem of Ingelram de 
Guynes. In the 7 th of Edward the 3 d 1334 a.d., D r Burn 
finds Ralph de Beetham was witness to a Release from 
Gilbert de Culwene Lord of Workington to Thomas Son of 
Patric de Culwene Knight his Uncle of all his Lands of Old 
Hutton and Homescales in Kendale. In 1346 a.d. the 20 th 
Edw d 3 d Briefs were directed jointly to Ralph de Beetham & 
Thomas De Ross of Kendal to send their Prisoners from their 
Castles to the Tower of London. In 1415 a.d. 3 d of Henry 5 th 
Letters were directed to Tho 8 de Beetham facere arraitionem 
I suppose to arrange & review his Militia. (Of the above 
Ralph§ I further find that in the 8 th of Edw d 3 d 1335 a.d. He 
had a grant of Free Warren in Beetham. In the 49 th of the 
said reign 1376 He is found to hold the Manor of 
[104] Beetham with its appurtenances of Joan de Copeland 
by Homage & Fealty, and the Service of 32 shillings 
a Year, as of her Manor of Kirby in Kendal.) In the 3 d

This is the last of the 
some say Family we meet with, except it be Eliz. D r of this 
Marg* Gentleman who was married to S r Richard Mnsgrave 
Kn* I dont know the year but S r Richard was born in 
1423 & died in 1464. Whether or no this Lady was bro* to 
Beetham after her Death I cannot say; but the Musgraves 
Arms are quarter’d on the Beetham Family Tomb in our 
Church. The Manor is of the Richmond Fee & by a Survey 
made in the 28 th Charles 2 d amongst the Free Rents then paid 
to Queen Catherine the Earl of Darby stands charged with the 
annual rent of £7. : 13 8 : 4 d for Beetham Park. When this 
Manor came into Lord Derby’s Family I yet know not; D r 
Burn thinks not in 1485 a.d., because Farlton is then men¬ 
tioned as a forfeited Estate ; Beetham is not; *twas certainly 
about that JEra. & has continued in the Family ever since. 
The Lordship Rent is worth about ^55 p r annum. The 
Demesn Estate lets for ^150 p r annum upon the Whole. 
This Manor has a Court Leet, & Court Baron. (For a much 
fuller account of the Beetham Family see page 166 [of 
MS.]) 

Beetham Manor House 

*lies now in Ruins w ch yet shew it to have been a very con¬ 
siderable Place for Strength as well as old English Hospita¬ 
lity. I wou’d gladly convey to Posterity an Idea of this 
Structure and will therefore in the next Page attempt to give 
a plan of the Walls & Area. A House w ch has stood pro¬ 
bably near 500 years is a real Curiosity & affords Room for 
much Reflection

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* In 1815 the Manor of Beetham, Beetham Hall , Estate , Arnside Tower , 
Newbarn Estates were sold by the Earl of Derby to Daniel Wilson Esquire 
of Dallam Tower . 

[The Courier of Saturday, December 25th, 1813, contains an advertisement offering for 
sale by private treaty the manor of Beetham with Arnside ; also Beetham Hall, Arnside 
Tower, and another capital farmhouse called the New Barn. For a full copy of this adver¬ 
tisement, see Appendix.—E d.] 
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[106] Of the House thus described 1 must observe that 
it was suitable to the mode of Living in use with our 

antient English Gentry. They enjoy’d not our peaceable 
Days, knew nothing of our Modern Elegances; Each Man 
slept with his Sword buckled to his Thigh. Their Houses, 
Courts & Areas were perfectly military; in the last they Pent 
up the Flocks of their Tenants whilst the Ravaging Enemy 
lay before their Walls. They had only one Room of Enter¬ 
tainment, ’twas equally calculated for Business. In the Hall 
or Court Room, the Tenant did Homage, and was feasted by 
his Lord. Here they eat in common. The Fashion in the 
building of Houses wou d if minutely observed, discover their 
age. Beetham Hall seems as old as any of our small Castles, 
belonging to the Nobles & Barons. The Walls of the Court 
or Area have been topp’d with a Parapet Screen & are in 
thickness 4 Foot & only 3 foot thick below the projected 
Parapet; in height 11 foot below the Parapet, 16 Foot with 
it; at proper Distances are loopholes for the Arrows at about 
3 foot from the Ground. The Doors & Windows of the 
Edifice are very small. The Staircase Stone & circularly 
winding up. The Plan shews the Ground Rooms. The Hall 
being open to the Roof, the Lodging Rooms in one Wing 
seem to have been for the Family. In the East for the ser¬ 
vants over the Kitchen. The Rooms in the West End have 
a Privy from the Top of the House to the Bottom. Into the 
Chapel there is a back Stair Case to let in the Servants or 
Tenants. Behind the House is a good Well & near it two 
large Ponds : about So years agoe in one of these Ponds was 
found an antient Silver Candlestick. In the Park is the 
remains of a Lodge for the Gamekeeper & near it a spring of 
Water which Cambden observes is of a petryfying nature. 
Most of our Limestone Springs are the same, which destroys 
the Curiosity. In the Year 1644 a.d. General Fairfax laid 
some time before this Place to prevent or seize 

[107] Lady* Derby when She quit Latham. However 


* This anecdote or Tradition about Lady Derby perhaps 
may be true, but I fancy Beetham Hall at that time cou’d 
not receive Her. Fairfax rather came before it to dislodge 
some Scotch Men who had seiz’d it: this He did, & threw 
down the East Wing about their Ears. A few were kill’d, & 
the rest after possessing it two or three months & slaughtering 
the Sheep of the Neighbourhood made theij: Escape. 
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She got safe into the Isle of Man. About the year 1684 or 
1690 the Timber and Roof of Beetham Hall were carried 
away to repair Bank Hall near Liverpool. The Estate was 
then let upon 3 Lives to M r Tho 8 Brabin who built a new 
House in the Court. This lease expir’d about 1754 a.d., and 
the Estate is now let at Rack Rent by Lord Derby who has 
of late much improv’d the Fences thereof. 

In the far Mains, Mesnes, i.e. Demesne Fields is a large 
Stone of Granite; on these Blocks, the Feudal Tenants 
sometimes were assembled, & the Court of the Manor held. 
Afterwards the Hall in the Manorial Edifice was used for 
that Purpose. 

[108] Beetham Township 

Includes Stone House on the East side of Beetham Bridge 
on the Hill, The Village of Beetham that part of it which 
is not in Haverbrack, Slackhead,. Wood Edges, Storth & 
Arnside; also Leighton beck & Helslack. Capleside & Haver¬ 
brack tho’ they pay with the rest in some Cases, are detach’d 
from it in others. 


The Village of Beetham 

is pleasantly situate on a rising Ground, with a pretty River 
running thro’it; after many Conjectures about the Deriva¬ 
tion of its Name D r Burn seems to think the Name of the 
River was Beetha, for so long since as the Reign of King 
Henry 2 d in One of the Grants to the Priory of Conishead, ’tis 
so call’d. We now- name it Beela, but why I cannot account; 
Leland in the time of Henry 8 th pass’d thro’ the Village 
from Lancaster to Kendal. He calls the River “ Bythe ’’ a 
pratty River, which likelyhood resorteth to Kennet.” M r 
Dugdale often calls the Town Betham, & on these Authorities 
I make no doubt but this is the oldest name. Perhaps Beck¬ 
ham or (River understood) by or near the Ham or Town, 
maybe the Etimology. My Predecessor always wrote it 
Betholm, & He corresponding with the Gentry & some of y e 
Nobility, it has been of late so call’d by Several; tho’ again 
growing out of Use; his Reason was, he thought y* it took 
its name from the Holms or Meadows near It. Betham 
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Church is a very fair Church, kept in good Repair, but as it 
stands in Haverbrack, shall there describe it. * The Bridge 
is remarkable, is a good Width, tic rais’d on 7 Arches, in 
length about 270 Feet. Tho’ called Beetham Bridge the 
West End butts in Haverbrack the lower Side at the East 
End, in Cappleside, the higher Side only in Beetham Liberty. 
Stone House on the top of the Hill remains a compleat 
Military Tenement to this day, fences itself round, 
[109] & pays the Lord 40 s Annual Rent. I forgot to 

mention that the Bridge was widened in 1752. In 
November 1761 a.d., a great Flood of 6 foot Water, wash’d 
down Milnthorp Bridge and did Us some damage. At the 
high End of Church Lane on the North side stands one 
House m Beetham, tho’ all the other Houses on that Side 
are in Haverbrack, surely the Road must some time or other 
have gone up behind It. In the High Street, the great 
House at the top of it is a Monument of the Folly of M r 
James Johnson, and affords a lesson of Instruction to Man¬ 
kind ; Born to a pretty Fortune, Building was the fatal Rock 
on which He split. The School Housef stands in the same 
Street a poor Building, but equal to its Revenue, it has 
existed since the year 1610 a.d., tic was endow’d by Sub¬ 
scription of Monies which was laid out in a purchase of Tyth 
Wool & Lamb. The annual Interest oi this, with the 
Interest of ^30 in Cash Let out to use is the whole of the 
Stipend. The place where the School stands is called Kirk 
Hill probably from a more antient place of Devotion than our 
present Church, which was situate nigh this place, across the 
Road. The 2 great Fields betwixt tne School & Beetham 
Hall are call’d the Mains, which means the Demesn Ground. 
In 1707 M rs Ann Whiterigg left to the Poor of Beetham

N.B. In the year 1819, a new Turnpike Road was made thro * 
Beetham betwixt Ulverston Carnforth, when the Old Bridge was 
taken down , and a very handsome Bridge built about 40 yards lower 
down the River . 

t In the year 1820 the School House was built by Subscription . 
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Village the Sum of ten Pounds. In 1755 M rs Grace Foxcroft 
left to Beetham Village, Water Houses, Slackhead, & Hale, 
the Poor Inhabitants thereof the Sum of forty Pounds. In 
1724 a.d. M r Geo : Hilton left to the Poor Housekeepers of 
Beetham & Haverbrack the Annual Sum of twenty Shillings 
payable out of the Small Tyth Estate. See page 17 [of MS]. 
A Branch of the Bradley Family of Bradley Hall Lancashire 
liv’d at Beetham, bro 4 Here perhaps from S r Francis Duckets 
marrying a Daughter of that Family. M r W m Bradley gave 
10/ in 1620 a.d. to the School Subscription, & about 1664 a.d. 
W m Layburn of Cunswick Esq r the 16 th of his Family in 
Lineal Succession, married Jane one of the three D ra & Co¬ 
heirs of John Bradley of Beetham & had Issue several Sons 
& D r8 One of whom married a D r of the Bradleys of Arnside. 
The Bradleys now at Hale not of this Family. 

[no] • Saint Johns Chapel 

in Beetham. 

On the highest Ground in the Street leading to the Hall 
stands the Site of an antient Chapel dedicated to S 4 John. 
Probably it went to Ruin when our present Church was 
built. The House, Barn &c now on the Spot have many 
blocks of Freestone in the Walls. The Garden is full of 
Human Bones, & some Years since, the late Owner dug up 
the Foundations of the Chapel. A little while agoe, a Mole 
dug up a large Amber Bead, & with it an oval piece of Silver 
the Bulk nearly of a Shilling. On the One side was impress’d 
Our Saviour crucify’d, above the I. n. r. i. the common 
Motto. On the right of the ^ a Crescent, on the Left a rising 
Sun. At the Bottom, the Virgin Mary in a weeping Attitude. 
On the other side of the Coin a Lamb with the Standard and 
S 4 Andrews Cross. N.B. There is a Hole thro’ this Silver 
piece from which I suppose that the amber Bead was ty’d to 
it, & so hung round the Arm of Neck or some Deceased 
Person

N.B. On the above nam'd Ground now stands a House built by 
the Rev* Joseph Thexton Vicar , in digging the foundation of the 
Building a large quantity of Human Bones were dug up, and again 
deposited all together deep in the Ground , in all, above half a Cart full, 
also some small pieces of Silver Coin were found, about the size of a 
Sixpence, one in the reign of Edward the Sixth plain to decypher, 
the other defac'd so as not to be intelligible. The Coins are in the 
possession of me

M r John Johnson of Beetham left to the School £io : o : o 
in 1730. See N° 33. 

[hi] Slackhead in Beetham 

Consists of a dozen Cottages in or about a deep Gut or Slack 
a little above Beetham. At the high End, on the left, turning 
towards the Moss, lies a circular Field, in a deep Bottom 
called Deepdale or Dibdale. This Spot receives great Beauty 
from being skirted with Wood, & in a Summer Evening is 
well worth the visiting of a Stranger. There are many such 
Situations in England which bear the same name, but none I 
dare say more beautiful, in 1762 I bought a piece of ground 
which gives Me an extensive prospect of the Valley; the 
Family of Estons have liv’d Here for near two Centuries in 
Penury & the noble Employment of Begging, tho’ of an 
Antient Family. The Estons of Eston in Craven, great 
Benefactors to Furness. 

Wood Edges in Beetham 

are 3 Houses on the Fell siding, betwixt Slackhead & Wray. 
The Furthest next to the Height of the Fell, was bought by the 
late M r Smith. Here that good Servant of Christ brought up a 
great Family ; He gave two of his Sons a College Education, 
added something to the Queen’s Bounty & died in good old 
Age. His 2 nd Son M r John Smyth many years a Steward at 
Dallam Tower, a Sober intelligent Man & well vers’d in 
Country business. On Beetham & Hale Fell every where 
the Vestiges of Butts, for Archery are seen. 

o 
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Windy Scar or the height of Beetham Fell affords a delight¬ 
ful View on every Side. On the East side is S l * Catherine’s 
Well, fine Water, & antiently hallowed by the Roman- 
Catholicks, who had a Cross erected before It. On the West 
side lies Underlade, (i.e. load) a large Tract of Stony Common, 
which is said formerly to have produced the Timber of our 
present Church. The two ridges of precipice are called 
Scouts or Loads. Betwixt the two Lades, at present is got 
the best Stone for building. It also tears or rives the best 
into Posts, Lintels, footbridges &c of any stone on the Fell. 

[112] Kellet-Greens 

are two pieces of Fair Common a little further than Slack- 
head to the South, they take their name from a Family which 
liv’d in a House near Them, now pull’d down. In the side 
of the Lower-Kellet-Green Footpath* a little nearer to 
Leighton beck (on the right hand Side) stands a Stone 
erected to the memory of Rich d Roper, Founder; by the 
Furnace Work People. He died suddenly on that spot. 

Leighton : Becks 

Low Leighton beck, two Houses now in Ruins, a Quarter 
of a mile North west of the other betwixt It & Helslack. 

High Leighton-Beck on the Westmorland Side has but two 
Houses. The Water bounds the County. One of these 
Houses gave Birth to Ambrose Leighton M.A. & Vicar of 
Little Yeldam in Essex, who in 1633 left to our Free School 
at Beetham ^20. His Ancestor Thomas Leighton gave to 
the Church a pulpit Cloth value 20 8 Shillings & 20 shillings 
more to be dealt amongst the Poor. Joshua Burrow also 
was born here, & owned an Estate all his Life in this Place. 
He died 1771, & in his 97 th Year gave the Poor a Legacy of 


* On New Year’s day 1779 a Rock of many tons weight fell 
into this Well, & two Men work’d ten days in removing it by 
blasting. 
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Bread. The Iron Furnace* stands on the Lancash r side. The 
above Joshua Burrow celebrated his Birthday commonly at 
an alehouse in Beetham ; I was with Him there on One 
birthday some time before his Death, when the old Man 
chearfully told Us his Age in a Verse He had compos’d that 
Morning, 

i . 2 . 3.4.5 and fifteen 

6.7.8 twice 11 . 12 and thirteen, makes 98, but He 
always counted Himself a year & half older than He really 
was. 

[113] Helslack or Heslack in Storth. 

Helslack & Storth (if not all Beetham Liberty) in very 
antient Times was called by a general Name Woodland. 
Helslack—3 Houses and an antient Tower. The name 
implies a deep gut or Slack, there is one near it. I have 
discovered no Record concerning this Place. Tradition 
delivers that three Sisters built Arnside, Helslack & Dallam 
Towers, & that this was never finished. See my Conjectures 
on that of Arnside. Helslack Mosses are remarkable for the 
Ant or Pismire Fleet [*.*., flight— .Ed.] ; About the Middle 
of August, the Sea Maws come here to catch the Ants. In 


* [Leighton furnace appears to have belonged to the Lords of the manor of 
Yealand, and was probably built on part of the wastes. It is not specially 
mentioned in the deed of partition of the Middleton estates, dated nth June, 
1711, and I think therefore it was treated as appurtenant to the manor, which 
was taken on such partition by Mrs. Catherine Fletcher, sister of George 
Middleton Oldfeild ; for I find that two deeds of enfranchisement (dated 1718) 
of customary tenements of the manor contain clauses reserving to the Lord “the 
lands and grounds demised unto William Rawlinson and others proprietors of 
the Furnace now erected at or near Leighton beck whereon the said Furnace is 
built and assigned or allotted for the use thereof and convenience of carrying on 
the works there.” And in the enclosure award for Yealand dated 18th 
December, 1778, the furnace is mentioned as belonging to Mrs. Sarah Gibson, 
Lady of the manor. 

The ore was got on Yealand Redmayne Common, near the Round Top on 
Cringlebarrow, at a mine which was worked by William Rawlinson and others, 
as I gather from a lease of 1757. Charcoal was burned at various places, but 
principally, I believe, on land which was formerly common, but is now a small 
plantation on the left side of the road leading from Yealand Redmayne to 
Yealand Storrs. 

I have not been able to ascertain when the furnace was discontinued, but I 
imagine soon after the enclosure of the commons, when the supply of ore ceased. 
Its situation in a narrow valley running north-west and south-east was admir¬ 
ably adapted to its purpose.—E d.]

all the Mosses hereabouts are found large Trees call’d Moss 
Oak; I am convinced they are only the Natives of the 
Place blown down by Storm & swallowed up in the Swampy 
Ground, before the Country was Inhabited.* Trees falling 
Thus in all Directions amidst low soft Grounds wou’d prevent 
a regular Drain & naturally encrease the Moss, which seems 
a Collection of small Roots & Vegetables. In 1718 Tho 8 
Tomblinson of Helslack left to Woodland five pounds. 

Helslack gave to t the Writer of this Book A good wife ; 
Mary, the D r of M r John Hutton. God took Her from 
Him in 1768, She & Her only Son died Martyrs to 
Consumption. 


[114] Storth 

Storth & Helslack being Craggy, Woody Ground well 
deserve the Name of Woodland. Storth signifies a Woody 
Place. We have Storth End & Yelland Storrs both near Us. 
The Inhabitants were wont to live by Fishing & gathering 
Cockles & Muscles, like those of Arnside. They intermarried 
& had little Communication with the other part of the 
Country. Hence their Dialect retains a greater Number of 
Saxon Words. Near S l Johns at the Side of the Sand, 
there was an Attempt made, some Years agoe, to get Copper 
Ore. It was renewed lately, & what they did find was very 
good, but it lies in Small Veins, & the Shafts go below the 
Level of the Tides, so that the Expence was great & the 
Scheme frustrated. From Helslack on the East Side of the 
Hill by Bush House, (so called from one Bush who liv’d 
there) runs a deep Slack woody & Romantick for above 400 
yards, Helslackf Standing near the Head of it perhaps took 


* Or perhaps after the Romans conquered this Country & 
cut down the Wood in Conflict. 

t Quere if Helslack may not mean Hazle Slack contrary to 
my i 8t Opinion ? 

In 1776 a Bank was drawn from Arnside to Storth to pre¬ 
serve the Mosses from the Sea. It cost ^118 : o : o. 
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its name from thence. Kell Well at the Sandside on the 
most Westerly Root of Haverbrack-bank sends out a great 
quantity of Water. I once saw this Spring run up to 
Bowling green point, & there join the Beela ; so oddly at 
that time was the changeable Situation of the Sands. Kell 
Well is contracted from Michael’s Well*; Old People within 
these few Years call’d it so. Nor is this the only One in the 
Parish, formerly put under the Tuition of S* Michael. 

The School of Beetham is indebted to Richard Fell of 
Storth for bequeathing it a.d. 1735 the Sum of £20 : o 8 : o a . 
In 1742 a.d. Thomas Johnson of Arnside left to the Com¬ 
municants on Xtoas Day & Easter Sunday, Bread, the 
Interest of £2 p r Annum. See page 58 [of MS.] N° 38. It 
appears to Me that all the Township of Beetham was 
formerly stiled Woodland ; in aftertimes, the more woody 
parts; & at present, that the name is lost, except some times 
attributed to Storth. In 1737 a.d. the Overseer is called of 
Beetham Arnside & Woodland. In 1610 a.d. Cappleside is 
named in Woodland. The Channel or Sand betwixt Storth 
& Foulshaw was in former times much more narrow than 
at present: about the year 1700 a.d. a Person might easily 
throw a Stone over from Fishscarling Head to the other Side. 
The River Kent when it gets to Foulshaw takes the name of 
the Ea, a Brittish Word retain’d by the Saxons. A Lyring 
on the Sands is the old course from which the Ea has 
changed. There is an old Saying “ Kent & Kere have 
parted many a Man & his (Mare or) Mere, 

[115] Arnside Tower & Demesn. 

This antient Building has been so firmly Built as to stand 
for Ages & defye both Time & Weather. At this Day the 
Shell is compleat & may be walk’d round at the top within the 
Kernell’d Battlements. Tis about 17 Yards or 50 Foot in 
height. ’Twas unroof’d (& the Timber sent to Knowsly) at 


* Kell, i.e. Keld, means a spring, or well. 
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the same time with that of Beetham Hall.* Formerly there 
was much buildings about It which now are not to be seen. 
The Tower at present is as follows, A Square Building, the 
sides nearly to the 4 points of the Compass. In the North 
Corner is a projected Angle of 5 Yards. The Sides with 
this, are about 15 Yards each. In the South Corner is a 
small Projection square, for a necessary or Privy to each 
Room or Storey. The Ground Storey is divided by a narrow 
Lobby running East & West (3J foot wide), on the North 
side of which is the Kitchen, 24ft by 18: in height 7 f* 6 inch. 

Behind the fireplace is an Oven, 6 foot Diameter. 

[116] The great Angle (before mentioned) seems to have 
been carried up originally with the rest of the 
Building for this very purpose (i.e. for “ Oven ”). The 2 nd 
Storey (over the Kitchen & Lobby) is a large Handsome 
Room, lighted bv several Small Windows, (& one large one 
over the Great Door in the lower Storey which was on the 
Westt. The Chimney here is on the North side. Out of 
this Room, in the Angle, & over the Oven, is a Closet: When 
the House was pull’d in pieces, as the Workman was taking 
up the Floor of this Closet, which as in all the other Rooms 
was Earth, they Sunk up to the Middle, & to their great 
Surprise found two Human Bodies, which on the opening of 
them to the Air rudder'd into Dust. Quere, Whether the 
Builders of the House had not chose this particular Angle & 
place over the Oven to be buried In, & that their Bodies 
might be kept the longer from Dissolution ?

* [Mr. Hutton does not seem to have known of the existence of the memo¬ 
randum relating to Arnside Tower on one of the leaves of the register of burials 
in the parish church of Lancaster. As this entry has been sometimes mis¬ 
quoted, I will give an exact copy which has been kindly furnished to me by Mr. 
W. O. Roper of Yealand Conyers, from a transcript made by himself 

“ Md that the 27 day of October att nighte Beinge in the yeere of Our Lord 
“God 1602 Being a mightie wind was Arneshead Tower Burned as it

It has been usually supposed that the abandonment of the tower as a dwelling 
dates from this event; but it would seem that it must have been re-roofed and 
restored, since Mr. Hutton says it was unroofed at the same time as Beetham 
Hall— i.e.y in 1684 or 1690 ; and he also says that the tower was inhabited by the 
Bradyll family in the seventeenth century.—E d.] 
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a Floor in one of the best Rooms; M r Bradil when He found 
it wou’d not have his Bones disturbed. There are two Door- 
Cases into a Room over the Butteries. These Rooms are 
about 8 foot high. The 3 rd & fourth Storeys are much the 
same. A Winding Stone Stair-case (of 10 Inch each Step) 
communicates with each Room. On the Whole I cannot 
but admire In these old Houses, the different Kind of Con¬ 
veniences which Human Nature then required, to what It does 
at present. I will not look upon it with Contempt, but rather 
say, sic transit gloria Mundi. The Freestone in this Building 
seems to have been dug out of an old Quarry now unused, 
in the Parish of Warton. The Cement I think was hot Lime 
poured amongst the Stones held together in Frames. Further 
Sentiment concerning Arnside Tower see my Account o£ 
Dallam. It is a Demesne Estate rated of itself & lets with. 
Newbarn Farm for £100 p r annum Rack Rent. Lucas 
remarks of this Tower, that it stands on a Bridge, & mentions 
a Spanish Ambassador who said his Master had a Bridge 
that maintain’d some thousand Sheep. The Water on Arn¬ 
side Meadows sinks under Ground, & running nearly in the 
Direction of this Building, rises again at Arnside Well. The 
said Lucas supposes this Tower built to restrain the Incur¬ 
sions of the Danes & Saxons; but I cannot agree to such 
antiquity, (see Dallam Tower). There were two Parks 
belonging to the Demesn, such the value of Venison then. 


[117] Arnside 

This very remote Corner of the Parish separated from it 
by Moss & Morass Ground, is nevertheless within the great 
Liberty of Betham. It knows however its Division of the 
Taxes, Rates, & Assessments. Whether the Name comes 
from Tarn Side, or from Aer or Arn, as In Green Aer or m 
Carnforth, I leave the Reader to judge. The Meadows, 
Mosses, Roots of the Mountain or “ Knott,” & the Sand 
make up this District; in which there are about 23 Houses. 
Knott is from the Saxon Word Knotta a Lump or Excres¬ 
cence, & in that form rises Arnside Knott. On the top of it 
is a Limekiln-Hole of old, & fame says, that the Skirts of the 
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Hill were about 90 Years since cover’d with Thick Wood. 
There is an easy road on to the Summit from the Tower 
Side. In a large Pasture on the South-West Side, beyond 
the Tower, is Hollin House. The Field about it was 
formerly tull of this Wood,* little of it now remains. In the 
Pasture, above, has been an attempt for Iron Ore, & on the 
North Side of the Hill, 70 Years agoe, there were several 
places wrought to procure this useful Metal. On the Edge 
of the Sand, N: West or North of the Hill, is a Spring; of 
the Harrogate kind, only weaker ; (Sometimes ’tis lost in the 
Sand;) & near this is a remarkable Orchard for bearing well. 
The Owner has made ^30 p r annum by its hitting in a Scarce 
Year. Arnside abounds with Snakes, called “ Hag Worms” 
from being in Haggs, or Woods. Some of these grow Hairy, 
& so large as to Swallow small Birds, alive. This Fact I am 
assured of from good Authority. Formerly along this South 
Side of the Sands there were several Salt Steads, or small 
Salt-Works for Bay-Salt. These were ruin’d by the Great 
Works at .Liverpool & Warrington. The Arnside Salmon 
Fishery is next to Carlisle for goodness of Quality. It setts 
this Year for £20 : o 8 : o d . Salmon are distinguish’d into a 
Smelt, a Sprad, a Mort, a Forktail, a Runner, a Salmon. 

[nb] There are Shrimps on the Sands, if they wou d get 
proper Nets to take them. Herring also some¬ 
times visit this Coast. Betwixt Bummesha Bay & Newbarn 
are two pieces of Bold rocky Shore, down which often oozes 
a very petryfying Water, more full of Matter than that in 
Levens Park, mention’d by Cambden. Saul, a Family of 
most general note, Burrows, also; a numerous Tribe. Of the 
former, there were three Families in our Memory, Rich 
Robert, Poor Robert, & Cobler Robert, not one of them 
however was poor. Bouskel too is a Family formerly of 
Note in the Parish, and, as they still exist, (One Branch in 
Arnside, and two in Storth) I will give their Posterity a 
Pedigree partly from D r Burn & the rest of my own Know-

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ledge. (See Page 159 [of MS.]) (Tho 8 Johnson’s Legacy, 
see Storth by Mistake) The Arnsiders foresee the approach 
of a Storm by a “ Sea Call,” or particular noise made by the 
Sea. Middlebarrow, a Woody Hill. It may have fed Hogs* 
The word bar in Sax: sig: a Boar, & a Barrow a Male Hog- 
Gelt. Barrow sig: also a Tumulus, or burial-place: and in 
another sense, a Hill.

In fact the whole Township is already described, for 
Haverbrack is in another Constablewick ; but as It has the 
Church within it’s Hamlet, so it joins with Us in the Church 
sess, & the alternately finding Us a Warden.—The Manner 
of raising the Church sess, Poor Rate, Constable sess, & 
Land Tax for the Whole see pages 42, 43 & 44 [of MS]. 
The Names of Fields, Dales & Lands are frequently so many 
Monuments of Men & old-done Deeds.—Hawking-Hill has 
its name from letting off the Hawks on that Eminence, near 
Beethom Hall. Pinfold Flatts from a Pinfold thereabouts. 
Hen Holms & Hare Holms, Meadows smittle for Hares & 
Water-Hens. Brabin Hole a place in the River Where M r 
Brabin used to Bathe & Swim. Carrington Hole a deep 
place in y e River at the high End of Grise Head, where 70 or 
80 Years agoe, Eliz: Carrington, a pretty Young Woman, 
being got with Child by her Lover, one evening He took a 
Walk with her to this place, & whilst She was looking about 
Her, was thrown into the River by Him. By good Luck 
Her Struggles & Her Petty Coats carried her to the opposite 
Side, where catching hold on a Willow-Root, She sav’d Her¬ 
self. Wye Meadow near Arnside Tower Moss, sig: Watry 
Meadow, from the Brit: Gui: Angl: Wiji: from which root 
comes Muddy, Eddy, durty. The above Field Grisehead 
seems to have its name from being the place where the Grise 
or Wild Swine pastur’d. Gowland Brigg & Lane is below 
Beetham Hall.

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[121] Haverbrack Manor. 

“ Halfrebeck,” D r Burn tells Me, was the first Name. In 
the 37 th of Henry the 8 th , I see it was call’d Haverbreck.* 
S r W m Dugdale writes It Haverbeck. The Manor House 
stood facing Preston-beck in the highest part of Dallam 
Tower Garden. The common Name now is Haverbrack.— 
This small Manor at the first Peopling of the Parish seems 
to h^ve been given by the Lord for Religious Uses, according 
to the then Custom of appropriating a certain Part of their 
Lands or Tythes to some Monastery. When the King gave 
his Nobleman a large Manor to hold of Him after a certain 
Tenure; that Nobleman parted It amongst many Sub-Lords 
to hold of Him, in like manner, and hence there were many 
Demesns & Manors, held, under one Paramount. The great 
Baron of Kendal, from his lofty Castle, overlook’d them all 
In this Part; they all held of Him. Ivo Talebois ; Brother 
to Fulk, Earl of Anjou, had the Barony of Kendal given Him 
by W m the Conqueror; & it appears to Me, that Roger of 
Poictou must either have held Beetham under Ivo, or else 
have sold it to Him. For in 1076 a.d., the 10 th of W m the 
i 8t , Ivo Talebois gave the Church of Beetham & the Lands 
of Haverbeck to the Monks of S* Maries in York. This 
Account, S r W m Dugdale copied out of the Register of 
Cockersand Abbey ; which small Abbey was founded by 
Ralph de Mescines, in the Conquerors Reign ; He was Lord 
of Cumberland & Westmorland.—About the Year 1194 A,D « I 
find another anecdote of our Church. W m , 7 th Baron of 
Kendal, dying, left a Daughter; (whom King Richard I st 
married to Gilbert Son of Roger Fitz-Reinfride,) by Name 
Eloisa. (In my account of Farlton the Reader may see this 
Ladies Portion). This Couple confirm’d to the Monks of 
Wetherhall in Cumberland the Churches of Beetham Hever- 
sham & some Others; It must here be known that at the 
Foundation of S* Maries in York the aforesaid 

[122] Nobleman Ralph de Mescines gave the Cell or 
Abbey of Wetherhal to it; Now Ivo Talebois 

having given Beetham to St. Maries ; the Monks must have

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appropriated it to the Support of their Brethren at Wether 
Hall, & got a grant of Confirmation thereof from Gilbert & 
Eloisa, the Successors of the said Ivo in the Barony. Stevens, 
in his 2 nd Vol. of Abbeys, quoted the Register of Wetherhall, 
& gives the circumstance of the Confirmation in that Register. 
—Thus the Church Lands of Haverbrack, & the church 
remained for some Ages. I find the Abbot of S 4 Maries was 
still Patron of the Church. Some time after this, the Manor 
Lands were granted to Conished Priory by Margaret de 
Ross* & others (see page 141 [of MS.]), & in 1460 the 
Church and Rectory were annexed to the Chantry of S 4 
Maries in the Church of Eccles in the County of Lancashire, 
reserving for the Vicar a convenient Portion ^"13 p r an’um, 
also ^3 to the Appropriator, 3® : 4 d to the Dean & Chapter, 
13® : 4 d to the Arch-Deacon of Richmond. The same Year 
the Advowson was granted to Nicholas Bryan & others, 
reserving 40 s p r annum for the Abbot. This the Abbot rec d 
till the Dissolution of Monasteries in Henry the 8 4hs Time. 
Afterwards, 1557 (the last of Mary 1st) Thomas Bradley Esq r 
presented by Virtue of a grant to Him & his Heirs; but it 
again by some Means soon reverted to the Crown. From 
the Dissolution of Monasteries, the Crown leased out the 
Rectory at £25 p r annum for 21 Years to 21 Years. And in 
1612 the Rectory was granted to S r Francis Ducket by King 
James the i 84 , the said £25 p r annum to be paid to the Crown 
for Ever. I now return to the Manor. In the Year 1543 it 
was granted by Henry 8 th to W m Thornbury & others to hold 
of the King in Capite by the 20th part of a Knight’s Fee, & a 
yearly rent of 18® 3 d . D r Burn (from M r Machelf) says, 
This Manor was afterwards purchased by some Mine-Adven¬ 
turers, in hopes of a lead Mine. (I wish I knew where they 
attempted). How long they kept it I know not; However 
they sold it to Henry Parker, Brother of Lord Morley; & in 
,?.... it was purchased by Edw d Wilson, of Nether 


* So that Kendal Castle had all along some Right in the 
Lands. 

f Launcelot Machel “ the Antiquary ” in all probability . See 
Kivkby-Thore Church books in the Vestry there , 
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Levens, Esq*. In the 28 th of Charles 2*, Edw d Wilson 
stands charged for Haverbrack 2* of the Marquis Fee. It is . 
now in the same Family.—Dalham Tower is the principal 
place to be described, as well upon Acc 4 cf its Antiquity, as 
its Modern Pretension to our Favorable Remarkes. 

[127] The Village consists of 6 Houses 23 Souls. The 
Family of Hudson has been there, ever since 
Henry 8 th8 Time. W ra Atkinson is now the principle Person, 
a sober sensible Man, and very knowing in the Customs of 
Beetham Court.—On the top of Haverbrack Bank, it appears 
that some ground has been ploughed, probably in King 
Johns Time when the enclosed Lands were interdicted. 

[141] The Land tax in Haverbrack is levied at J th of the 
Rate for the Township of Milnthorp. 

The Poor Assess is levied by a Rate amongst Themselves. 

Constable Assess £ th of Milnthorp. 

The Turnpike Road was made thro 1 this Liberty in 1758

Abbs Well betwixt Milnthorp & Beetham divides the 
Parishes on that side. 

The Fishing in the River Beela is said to be claim’d by 
Lord Suffolk & M r Wilson from S 4 Johns Cross on the Sands 
to S* John’s Cross which Stood in S 4 Johns Chapel Yard, 
opposite to the River about 100 Yards, (here seems to be a 
Mistake for Lord Suffolk only is Lord up to Abbs Wells) 
Bellisides are two Fields on the North side of the River, 
either so called from Beela side, from Belliside old French 
for pretty sides, or rather I think, from the God Bell worship’d 
by the Brigantes. If so, the River was probably call’d Bell, 

& the God worship’d on the top of the Hill. Diana we know 
had a Temple in Levins Park. 

The Church Bankes have probably retain’d their name 
ever since 1076 when given to the Church by Ivo Taleboise. 

Eellands, possibly from being Boggy Ground or Eels 
catched thereabouts. Sunny Haugh signifies with Cambden 
a sunny green Platt. Wetlaes means Wet Leigh Ground. 
Gateland from lying near the Gate or way. 

King Edw d 2 d begun his Reign 1307 & He confirmed to the 
Priory of Conyshead the Gifts of several Persons, at different 
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Times before 1307, also it appears, that the following Grants 
of land were made to the said Priory, viz a Quit Claim of 
Margaret Ross for her Lands in Haverbreck, also William de 
Heverbred gave a Messuage & Gardens with two acres of 
Land adjoining in Haverbreck. He also granted them the 
Land called Blaket Croft which lieth betwixt the Water 
Betha & the Demesns with half an acre of Moss lying with¬ 
out the Foss & a perch of Land lying betwixt the Gate of 
Betha & the Church Land (This Piece of Ground I W.H. 
discover to be in Crabtree Acre at the head of the Barn 
Close; the Gate I fancy means the Way or Road—He also 
gave seven Acres of Land with a Messuage below Bethgate* 
(now call’d Ducketts Laythalt & Waterhouse 
[142] Closes.) He also gave to them the Privilege of 
Grinding their Corn at his Miln, Multure Free, with 
as much fSand as they pleased, and a House for erecting a 
Salt Work betwixt the two Roads below the Wood (this 
must have been about Dixis). 

W m Son of William de Benetham granted to the said 
Canons twenty Acres of Land, with Appurtenances in the 
Village of Haverbrec. Roger de Cayres gave them a Toft & 
Messuage, which Gerbot once held in Haverbreck. He also 
confirm’d the Gift of the above 20 Acres to the said Canons 
& Convent. Elias Gila (Gillow) gave all his Land in Haver¬ 
breck, with the fourth part of the Mill of Haverbreck with its 
Appurtenances & a Moiety of the House of William Haver¬ 
breck. Tho 8 Son of Elias de Gillow confirm’d the said 
drant. 

I am oblig’d for this Account to M r Tho s West’s 
History of Furnes Abbey. 

On the top of Haverbrack bank North west of the Village 
& now near a Clump of Fir Trees, is a Space of more than 
two acres of ground which seems to have been plough’d long 
ago; probably in King John’s time, when the Pope’s Ban 
laid upon the enclosed Lands.

Perhaps from Dale & Ham because of its low Situation. 
The Towers of Arnside, Helslack & Dallam were certainly 
intended as Military Holds, Publick or private; indeed 
Both: For not only “ Every Man’s House ” was “ his 
Castle,” but the several Great Men were link’d together 
under the Barons, & sometimes were obliged to defend 
Themselves against the Scottish Incursions. Sometimes 
they quarrelled with their own Kings. Helslack & Dalham 
Towers had no Estates to them formerly. Tradition says, 
they were built by three Sisters, upon Examination of which 
Tradition, comparing the Towers with others of Antiquity, 
(particularly with Peel-Castle built by the Abbot of Furnace 
in 1327 the first of Edward 3 rd ) & looking thro’ the Families 
that were likely to raise such Buildings ; I find great Pro¬ 
bability to think that these Towers were Erected (betwixt 
the Years 1370 & 1500) by the three Coheirs,*—Sisters,—of 
Thomas de Thweng,f a 4 th part Owner of the Kendal Barony. 
They were Rich & opulent. The 4 th part of the Barony Fell 
amongst them. From this Family sprang the noted difference 
of Customs in the said Barony, Marquis, Richmond & 
Lumley. The 3 Ladies Names were Lucy—Margaret— 
Katherine. It was fashionable at that time to build Small 
Castles. Edw d the i 8t waged War with Scotland. He died 
at Bourough on the Sands, 1307. Edward the 2 d s Conduct 
vexed his Barons, & we do find a Range of Towers, about 
this Age, thrown up from Furnace all allong the Coast; It is 
most probable they were done by the Barons, who owned the 
Estates ; and amongst Such, these Ladies (or the Gentlemen 
who married Them) might guard these Sands, & Secure this 


* I wish I could be so happy as to make this more than 
Conjecture ; I rest it upon tradition, & yet can see no reason 
why these Ladies shou’d build upon the Lands of Ralph de 
Beetham, who held of Them. Quere, after all, were they 
not erected by the Family of Fitz Roger ?

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part of the Country by the Erection of Arnside, Helslack & 

Dallam Towers.

[124] Arnside Tower was inhabited in the 17 th Century 
by the Family of Bradley. Helslack I have yet no 
account of. Dallam Tower became Ruinous as early as the 
Reign of Henry 8 th . W m Thornbury, after his purchase of 
the Lands from the Crown, Built the Manor-House in the 
same Situation ; or rather enclos’d the Old Tower, with new 
Buildings, & so it remained till the Year 1720, when the 
present House was Built by Daniel Wilson Esq re :—Old 
Dallam Tower stood where the Hall Court is now,* & look’d 
down to Beela Gate & the River. Arnside Tower was the 
largest, Helslack the least.—About 300 yards East (in the 
Park, made in 1730) is a piece of Ground thrown up by Art 
called “Castle Hill” ; Some years agoe it was levelled for a 
garden; & the Workmen found several pieces of Iron & 
Bones, & a foundation of Walls. D r Burn (from M r Machel) 
calls it a small Circular Castle. If so, a place of vast 
Antiquity. ’Tis now a Clump of Firr Wood. A Quarter of 
a Mile below Dallam Tower stood, formerly, a little House 
upon a Rock, with a good Bowling-Green near it. The Sea 
has now wash’d away most part of the Latter, but the former 
retains the name of Bowling Green Point. Another Quarter 
of a Mile below this point is “ Dixie’s ” ; so call’d from a 
Person who liv’d there.—Tho’ Dallam Tower be now sur¬ 
rounded with Wood, yet when the first Edw d Wilson bcfaght 
the place, there was not a Tree about it, & they were obliged 
to hang an unruly Dog in the Bottom of Sunny Haw as the 
nearest place. M r Rich d Simpson curate of Mount 
[127] Sorrel, Leicestershire, was born at “ Dixie’s.”

Water Houses on the North side Beetham River,—four 
Houses now in Ruins & the Land annex’d to the Dallam 
Estate. Here is an antient Corn Miln. By an Inquisition 
at the Death of W m Thornbury Gentleman in the 7 th of 
James i 8t it is found that He died seised of a Capital 
Messuage called Dallam Tower with 60 Acre of Land &c & 
also the Moiety of one Corn Miln called Heren Mill in 
Haver brack. 

Haverbrack in the Village of Beetham, consists of the 
Rectory or Parsonage House, & three Houses adjoining to 
the Churchyard.—in 1800 only Two or properly One. 

Rectory or Parsonage House. 

Is a large good House, in part rebuilt about 20 Years agoe 
—D r Burn tells Me, It was antiently call’d the College of S* 
Maries & the Vicarage stood behind It adjoining the Church 
Yard Wall. Of the College there is now no trace. A Well 
near it is call’d S l Michael’s Well.* In 1612 S r Francis 
Ducket had the Rectory granted from the Crown, and it 
continued in his Family till about 1700. M r Thomas 
[128] Shepherd then marrying One of the Daughters of 
# James Ducket Esq re , bought the Sisters Shares in 

the Rectory, repair’d the House & settled Here. About 1730 
His Son Tho 8 Shepherd Esq r sold the Rectory to Daniel 
Wilson Esq r In Pages 9 & 27 [of MS.] see more Accounts 
of the Rectory. The Parsonage House & Land now lets for 
£100 p T Annum.

I W H saw it 
pull'd down. ’Twas a large antient Building; the Hall was 
open to the Roof which was part Thatch & part Slate and 
lighted by four Windows of Freestone very large, & I think 
of the same Antiquity with the Church. A large Gothick 
Arch’d Doorcase lead thro’ the Screens betwixt the College 
& the Parsonage where was the Buttery, & a Communication 
with the Parsonage. Over the Screens was a Dormitory 
w ch wou d have held about 8 beds; & a Square hole out of 
this room look’d into the Hall. The Walls of the College 
were above 2 Yards thick. 

A Parsonage or Vicarage was built by Rev. J. Thexton , Vicar, 
which was considerably enlarged and improved by me W m Hutton on 
succeeding to the Benefice in 1844. The new part is to the North 
East of the old House , &• enlarged & improved again by me A ustin 
Slack at a cost of ^435, 1897. 

[133] The Church. 

is a plain neat Building with 3 roofs, leaded & kernel’d 
Battlements. The age I know not, see bottom p. 160 [of 
MS] dedicated to S* Michael. There was an Organ till near 
the Year 1700.

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The Font is Wood bears the Age from 1636. Cappleside 
Pew has T: B. 1624, stands for Thomas Bouskell who about 
that time rented the Estate of Cappleside by a Lease of 
Lives. So remarkable a Circumstance happen’d not long 
since about this Pew, that I cannot forbear giving It, as a 
Warning to Human Nature. A Poor dirty Rascal who had 
the Ear of a Branch of the Derby Family, persuaded them 
that so good a Pew was not to be lost. “ It is your Right 
says He, M r Tho 8 Brabin, who leased Beetham Hall, erected 
It. His Name, T: B. is upon it.” A Law suit was imme¬ 
diately commenced; & after some Money spent, the real 
Owner, Lord Clifford, prov’d the Fallacy. The Date indeed 
was sufficient to do this, For the Brabins were not then come 
into the Country. When a Gentleman listens to some such 
Time Server & Sycophant He deserves to Suffer. The 
Wardens Pew is mark’d a.d. 1614. The Windows, M r 
Machel * observes “ in his Time had much painted 
Glass”; very little now remains. The length of the 
Church is about 95 Foot, without the Tower; 57 foot broad. 
The Tower about 15 feet Sq r . In height 66 to the top 
Pinacle. The 3 Bells as follows. The first in Diamet r 2 n 
8 inch mark’d G.B. Vic r . C.W. R P. IS. W M. T.B. W T. 
I B. 1663. Geo: Bennison Vicar C W for Church Wardens. 
I know not exactly the Names for w ch the Letters stand, the 
Wardens Book for that Year being imperfect. The 2 d is in 
Diam r 3 f 4 thus T H Esq r Tho 8 Hilton Esq r E.W. Esq r 
Edw d Wilson Esq r W. I. W m Jackson Vicar. C B. Chr. 
Backhouse; I C. John Chamney T C. Tlio 8 Clark. W.D. 
W m Dickenson, Church Wardens 1684 This Bell was cast 
at Kendal. The 3 d Bell or largest is in Diameter 3 ft 3 inches, 
weighs io^ 1 : o<i : 2i lb and was cast at Gloucester. 

[134] It is marked with A.R. the name of the Founder & 
these Words, Daniel Wilson Esq r —James Smith 
Vicar 1748. In 1763 M r W m Yeats gave a Weathercock to 
the Steeple.

On a Window on the South Isle—A plain Field with 3 
chevrons Gules, for Dunstan Bannister. The Church was 
probably built by the Charities of the great Families. See 
beginning of next page [of MS.] 

In the East Window of the South Isle is a Coat of Arms 
of Thomas i 8t Earl of Derby. Perhaps S r Tho 8 Stanley had 
bought Beetham Hall from the Daughters or Heirs of the 
“ Beetham ” Family, a little before the Battle of Bosworth 
Field; for D r Burn does not find It a forfeited Estate. The 
Arms in the Window—i 8t & 4 th grand Quarter alike viz. Field 
Pearl, on a bend Sapphire 3 Buckheads, coup’d topaz for 
Stanley. The 2 d Quarter, Field Sapphire with an. inverted 
Chief, amethyst. The 3 d , A Checque topaz & Amethyst, this 
seems prior to Bosworth field, to have belong’d to S r Rob 1 
Goushill whose D r a Stanley married. The 2 d & 3 d grand 
Quarters, the Isle of Man Arms.—NB. I now know that 
this Suggestion is wrong, for Beetham Hall came to the 
Middletons of Leighton Hall by Marriage the i 8t of Rich d 3 d . 

[ I 35 ] Upon the Outside South Battlements of the Church 
may be seen cut in Stone these two Figures after 
the Manner of Arms inverted. 


These Arms & those of Bannister in the Window below 
Them shew plainly that this oldest part of the Church was 
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built by the Families* : And on the End Battlement over the 
Vestry Window, very faintly the Arms of Fitz-Roger: a 
Lion’s Head Langued. 

Hence the Age of the Church is prov’d to be about the 
year 1216, or thereabouts, & I fancy Beetham Castle too was 
about the same time, for after the Beetham Family married 
Amuria,t It became every day more Opulent & for 100 Years 
together almost, sent Knights to Parliament.

On the Pillar next to the Altar Rails is the following 
Inscription cut on a brass Plate.

In digging a Grave for Dora Dickson on the North Side of the 
Middle Aisle within the Church near to the foot of a Pillar next to 
that against which the Pulpit is plac'd , were thrown out about an 


* [Assuming that these are intended for shields reversed, bearing coats of 
arms, I have endeavoured to trace their ownership. The left-hand one looks 
like a fess, with either one or two chevrons in base. Papworth and Morant give 
two coats with a fess and one chevron in base, viz., “ Or, a fess and chevron in 
base, gules,” for Kirton, and “ Sable, a fess or, and a chevron in base of the 
second,” for Baynard.

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hundred pieces of silver . coin about the size of a sixpence , when 
decypher* d were found to be coins in the Reign of Edward the 
Confessor , William the Conqueror & William Rufus; &• which had 
been deposited in a large Freestone Stone , about two feet high , set up 
against the Pillar , the Top of which had been hollowed out with a 
Chissel; large Limestones were also piled up against it, and which 
had been preserved in that Deposit , it is supposed ever since the 
Church was built , till the Day of their Discovery. It is suppos'd 
there are yet a great deal more in the Mould , as one half of it was put 
into the Grave before the Coins were discovered . 

In 1872 when the soil of the Church in the inside was removed 
which had greatly accumulated by the interment of so many genera - 
tions, several more Coins of the reigns above named were found about 
the same place which seems to have been the foundation stones of the 
North Wall of a former church , in the direction of the mark A A a 
little within the line of pillars in the North Arcade . 



In conseqence of the soil most of the floors of the seats were decayed , 
when the Church was restored &• reseated in the years 1873 <$• 4* /» 
1876 a new organ with oak case was erected by subscription £250 S* 
old organ £ 50 by Foster <£* A ndrew . 

[136] In the Chapel or Angle of the Church supported by 
the Manor of Beetham, there are two Stone Effigies, 
as Tradition says, designed for the last Couple of the Beetham 
Family.* The Gentleman is cut in Armour; a Fillet ties the 
order upon his Breast, & by his left side lies his Sword. At 
his feet an Animal of the Dog Kind, defaced. His Lady in 
a Shroud, Her Hands clasp’d upon her breast, Her Shoulders

supported by a Cushion, or Pillow of wrought Work. This 
Monument was defaced by one Rich d Sill of Whasset, a sub¬ 
stantial Man, & Feoffee of the School,* who headed a Mob & 
obliged the Master & Schollars, with some drunken Soldiers 
of CVomwel ; or rather, Fairfax ; to break the painted Glass 
Windows & abuse the Inside of the Church. On the South 
Side of this Monum* are cut 4 Coats of Arms.f

[137] In the same Angle lies the Body of Henry 
Braithwaite of Burneside, Esq r (He died on a 
Visit at Beetham Hall) who departed this Life 11 th of Aug 1 
1703.—“ An Instance of this World’s Mutation, This Gentle- 
“ man against all the Strokes of adverse Fortune, or the 
“ thick Clouds of the World, behav’d Himself with a constant 
“ Loyalty to his Prince : An affectionate Husband, a Kind & 
“indulgent Father, a just Faithful Friend; in all his 
“ Actions religiously charitable, Sober, reserv’d, prudent & 
“ Circumspect.” -

J NB. The Beetham Family in later Ages bore 3 flower 
de Lys after the manner of France. 
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D r Burn observes, that this Gentleman was the 7 th in the 
Pedigree of the Braithwaites of Burneside. Underneath is 
the Braithwaite Arms with the Greyhound fo. a crest. 

In the South Isle, there is fixed against a broad Pillar, a 
fair Monum 1 of White Marble to the Memory of the Wilson 
Family. I don’t insert it as .1 have given the Pedigree else¬ 
where which it contains; The Monum 1 cost £yz. The 
Inscription in elegant Latin by W m Aylmere * Vicar of 
Warton. There is in it a Mistake ol “ Elizabeth the D r of 
Tho 8 Braithwaite;” W* ought to be Jane the D r of Gawen. 
How is it the family did not know this ? 

On the West End of the said Pillar is a small Monum 1 of 
of Plaister to the Memory of Elizabeth D r of Daniel Wilson 
Esq r who died in 1744, aged 23, wrote by Tho 8 Shepherd 
Esq r 

. On the North side of the same Pillar another Monument of 
Marble, cost ^50: to the Memory of Daniel Wilson Esq r , 
who died in 1754 aged 74, near 40 Years Representative of 
the County in Parliament. 

[1:38] On the South Isle Wall opposite the Broad Pillar 
is a Monument ol Black Burton Marble cost 
£10 : io 8 o thus inscribed to the Memory of George Crowl 
Esq r 

“ Near this Pillar lies (is interr’d) the Body of George 
“ Crowl Esq r of Cunswick, who departed this Life at Beetham 
“ the 17 th of April a.d. 1753, aged 44* His afflicted Widow 
“ erected this Monum 4 to his Memory.” 

Over the little Door in 1789, I W H. erected a Monument 
fpr my 2 d Wife Lucy Hutton ; this cost me twenty five' 
pounds. 

Near the little Door in the South Isle against the South 
Wall I erected a white Marble Monument to the Memory of 
my Wife, Mary Hutton, 1768. This cost me £9 : 14 8 : 6 d ; 
done in London. 

Old Thomas Hutton lies beneath who died in 1732. 


* S.T.P. olim at Doway. He died 1733. 
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In an Oak Cade near the inside Door of the Bell House is 
contain’d a small Library of Books, given by James French, 
see p 39 [of MS.] with his Directions. 

On a brass plate in a Pew at the West End of the Church 
is an Inscription to the Memory of John Dickinson of Over- 
thwaite, who died 1716 aged 23. 

In 1775 M r John Yeats put up a Monument near the above 
One to the Memory of his Father & Mother &c Value ^60. 
’Tis thought by many People that a less magnificent Memo¬ 
rial would have better agreed w th the honest Simplicity of 
their Lives. 

Over this place Hangs the Kings Arms a Gift of the I st 
Daniel Wilson Esq f & well executed in London* 

In the North Wall, West End of it, is a large Freestone 
Monument in memory of the Johnsons of this Parish, erected 
by James Johnson, (who built a great House in the Village). 
It cost £18. He himself was buried near it in 1769. 

About the Middle of the North Wall is a handsome black 
Stone to the Memory of George Cartmel of Farlton, who 
died in 1753. This cost about n Guineas. 

Near This, is a brass plate to the memory of John Son of 
Henry Preston, of Farlton, who died in 1766 at the age of 18 
years. This cost £2 : a*: o d . 

[139] In the Vestry I have preserved a brass plate torn 
from some Tombstone which seems older than our 
Register by 90 years. There is wrote upon it in old English 
Character a Latin Prayer to this Effect, “ Pray for the Soul 
“ of Johanna wife of Arthur Standyshe who died on S 4 
“ Catherine’s Day 1513. The Lord have Mercy on her Soul. 
“ Amen.” 

Over the Vestry Door in the Chancel is a small Marble 
Monument to the Memory of the late Edward Wilson Esq r 
of Dallam Tower. (It cost about 40 Guineas.) See acc 4 of 
this Gentleman page 165 [of MS.]. 

On the left Hand is another in Memory of Beatrix first 
Wife of Daniel Wilson Esq r , who died in 1779. 
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Remarks on the Inside of the Church. 

The Seats are in Common to the Parish, except such as 
have Faculties. The Walls were beautify’d with Scripture 
Sentences in 1718. The Pulpit, new in 1753. A Thorough 
form near the reading Desk has this Inscription 

“ This Seat gave Tho 8 Kendal, We say, 

“ To Witherslack, Methap, & Ulvah 1636.” 

Ab l 1750 the Commandm tB & wainscotting at the Com¬ 
munion Table were given by Daniel Wilson Esq r —in 1707 
M* 8 Dorothy Wilson gave a Table Cloth for the Communion, 
& a Napkin. 

In 1848 the Rev* C. H. Wilson gave a neat Silver Paten with 
the following Inscription on it. “In Memory of Elizabeth, Daughter 
“of Edward &* Dorothy Wilson of Dallam Tower. Born June 
“19 th 1751. Died May 2 nd 1826.’* The Communion Plate at 
that time consisted of only two Silver Cups , &• one pewter Paten , 
two pewter Flagons. 

In 1873-4 Church was restored by subscription &• re-pewed 
with open oak seats , &• was re-furnished with a new pulpit , given by 
Miss Agnes Thexton. A Brass Alms Plate &• Comn Plate Box by 
Mr. Moore. A handsome Velvet Altar Cloth by Mrs. Wilson of 
Dallam Tower. The Credence Table by Mr. Blades. The tiles of 
the Chancel by the late Mr. E. Thexton. A Brass Lectern by Mrs. 
Thexton. A Brass Cross by Revd T, Fenton. A Re-table S* 
velvet cover for it by Rev* W ™> Hutton. The Brass Altar Book 
rest by Mr. Bentley , Architect. 

[140] The Vestry. 

This Room was formerly five foot lower & the Books, They 
tell Us, were destroy’d by a Flood, or Underwater. The 
Plate is a Silver Cup 1692. Another d° ob Poen: mulct: 
dedicat: huic Ecclesiae 1716. This was bought with Com¬ 
mute Money & given to the Church. 

Our Registers begin 1607. Warton Register begins 1568. 
The Parish buries its Inhabitants in about 50 Years. In 
1623 there was a great Sickness. 104 Persons died. The

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annual Average is about 18 in Number. 1760, The Bishop of 
Chester held a Confirmation in our Church. About 1620 a 
Man wou d go to Kendal for 4 d now 1 ■/. A Waller was p r 
Day 6 d now i*/4 d * The Church allow’d p r Head for a Brock 
4 d A Fox 5 d A Wild Cat 5 d A Mart 4 d a Raven 2 4 a Rat i d 
destroy’d within the Parish. I had lately by Me a Hand¬ 
some large Cupboard, the Boards of which were rove from 
the Tree with Wedges instead of being sawn, & yet pretty 
neat, this was the Old Manner. In the Church Porch is the 
old Holy Water Bason in the top of a Stone Block now 
cover’d with a Flagg.—in 1790 ’tis placed behind the Great 
Door. 

Church Yard. 

Nine Yards south from the Church abV the Center, stands 
the Basis of a handsome old Cross very lofty in antient 
Times, *twas pull’d down in 1654, the Lead in the top weigh’d 
30 pounds w*. as to the Fencing of the Church Yard see my 
Draught of a Terrier. There was a Market formerly at 
Beetham & *twas kept in the Church Yard. There is not one 
antient Stone or Monument in it, except One, the head of 
which lies up to the Cross. I took up the Basis of the Cross 
in 1768, but found nothing under it to distinguish the time of 
Erection.

[143] Cappleside Demesn and Manor 

The Manor has only Two Houses call’d South East Water 
Houses, & three Houses, at the East End of Beetham Bridge 
on the North Side of the Road leading from Beetham to 
Hangbridge, that is here with us; but Meethop & other 
places were parts of this Manor. 

Hilton House, so called from M r Hilton who liv’d there many 
Years, is a pretty Situation commanding the River, Village & 
the Park. In the year 1715, M r George Hilton Son of M r Thomas, 
Son of the Family of Hilton of Murton in the Bottom of the 
County, join’d the Rebels, but escaping, liv’d in the Neigh¬ 
bouring Ruins for some Time. His Father had married 
Elizabeth Widow of James Ducket Esq re : & by Her gaining a 
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Property in the Rectory of Beetham fixed in the Village. George 
Hilton Esq r after the Act of Pardon, rebuilt this House, & 
before his Death retir’d to Park End a more solitary Situa- 
tiom He died in 1724 or 1725 & lies under the Alter Table. 
This Gentleman having sold off many parts of the Tyths, has 
render’d his name not less known by that, than by his public 
Conduct. Twenty years after his Decease there was found 
in an old Woman’s Chest at her Death a journal of this 
George Hilton’s private Life taken every day or Week. 
“ On Sunday says He, I vowed to abstain from three Things 
' “ during the Course of the ensuing Week (’twas Lent) viz 
“ the Use of Women, eating Flesh, & drinking Wine; but 
“ alas the Frailty of good Resolutions! I broke Them all, 
u laid with a Girl at the Sandside, eat the wing of a Fowl, & 
“ got drunk at Milnthrop.” The work of Self Examination is 
well worth our serious Notice. Pardon me for observing 
that this House was bought by my Mother, & that in it I 
have spent many happy Days. At this Moment July 5 th 
1771 I am building a new One in the Garden, contracted for 
at the Sum of ^"58o : o 8 : o d —NB. My Wife Lucy, Daughter 
of Rigby Molmeux Esq r of Preston laid the i 8t Stoiie Jtlne 
29 th 1771. Under the North West Corner a yard East, is an 
Earthen Pot with a halfpen’y in it of this Year, & fill’d with 
fossile Curiosities. 

[144] Northwest of Hilton House stands another Built by 
M r John Smyth Son of the late Rev d James Smith. 
The Waterhouses are remarkable for Rocks & Caves which I 
fancy give rise to Tales of the Imaginary Beings call’d Fairies 
inhabiting hereabouts. The famous Waterfall mention’d by 
Cambden is here worth notice. The Rock which crosses the 
bed of the River 66 foot in Breadth is 16 feet perpendic r . 
down this rushes the whole of the River, except it be when 
the Mill on each side is working. The North Mill has f ds 
the other £ d of the Water, and in Summer *tis often dry. 
Levens Force & Beetham Force when the Wind is North or 
South portends Fair or rainy Weather. With a gentle breeze 
sweeping down the Vale of Kent, I have heard the Kendal 
Bells very distinctly into my Garden. 

Tho 8 Green now Vicar of Priestwold Leicestershire was 
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born at the low House. His Son is Fellow of Trinity 
College Cambridge. 

This Miln 1788 was converted into a Paper Miln & wou d 
cost upwards of ^2000 to the Proprietor Lessees of it, James 
Evans & Co. The Flax Milns were erected about 1791. 

Cappleside Hall seems to take its Name from the Hillside 
on which it stands. *Tis on a very pretty Copthill side— 
however D r Burn thinks it comes from Chapelside & that the . 
Demesn has sometimes belong’d to the Chapel, as that Word 
was formerly sounded Capel. It came to Lord Clifford in 
James the 2 d ’ 8 time ab‘ 1687 by a D r of S r Thomas Preston. 
A Branch of the Bouskel Family leas’d it for 29 Years before 
that. Afterwards the Buildings were suffered to go 'to ruin 
The Land Farm’d & Subfarm'd, the Stones all but of one 
Wing sold to the Neighbours. In 1763 a Farmer at his own 
Expence converted that Wing into a Barn. In 1767 the 
Demesn was sold to Daniel Wilson Esq re for the Sum [of] 
£ 2 575 : °* : ° d * Lord Hugh Clifford had sold in 1762 to the 
Tenants their Lands free of Rents & Services.* A Family 
of Middletons, a Branch of another of that Name 

[145] who then possess’d Leighton Hall leased Cappleside 
of the Preston Family or those who had the Manor 
of Furnace untiil the Year 1613. Even in 1585 I find a M r 
Middleton of Cappleside Hall had a Daughter married to M r 
Thomas Hutton of Thorpenstine Hall, Witherslack. When 
the Farmer lately dug up the Foundations of this place, He 
found a Quantity of Human Bones in the Privy w ch went 
down the several Stories. From the general Idea of this 
being a hauntedf House, & that no Body wou’d live in it on 
that account, ’tis probable that such Ideas took place from 
some antient Suspicion of Murther. I attended at the 
Building of the Barn & on minute Examination discover’d 
nothing.

t “ Cappleside laddy ” bears a sound yet known to Chil¬ 
dren. I suppose a Person of that name to be murthered 
There some Ages agoe. A Family of the name were seated 
in Allerdale Cumberland in Edw d 2 ds time.

The South Wing in front 10 Y d8 & in Depth 12. 

The North Wing in front 12 Y ds by 16. 

about 36 Y d> in front. 

The Wings consisted of Three Stories very low as in all 
these old Houses. As the Hall was the Publick Room, the 
other parts of the Buildings were not made for anything more 
than mere conveniency & that in a wretched taste. Elegant 
Living may hurry Mankind into Luxury & Licentiousness, 
but God be prais’d that I was not born in Days of Ignorance, 
Cruelty, & Barbarism. The Floor of the Hall was a kindj of 
rude Mosaic Pavement with very small Stones. 

Cappleside Demesn is rated by itself in the Land Tax & 
. Constable Sess, & therefore as to the High Roads, I think it 
should assist both Beetham & Whasset, Beet ham Hail does 
so. 


[146] The Township of Hale & Whassett. 

First of Hale. 

Healle in Saxon signifies a Hall or Manor House, there¬ 
fore the Village of Hale which stands beyond the Hail of 
Beetham, & which had no further Communication, had no 
other name assigned .to it, than y* of the great House near it. 
The Turvery or Peat Mosses of Hale were almost under 
Water till that ye last Year, an useful project for draining 
these low grounds took place. See page 60 [of MS.]. 

Not far of Hale to the West lies Morethwaite a piece of 
common Moss, occasioned disputes amongst the Tenants 
in 1769. It remains still in common but sadly abused. Hale 
is within the Manor of Beetham, but forms an inferior small 
Township with Whasset named some think from the Situa¬ 
tion of the Lands lying detached in a Measure from the other 
great Townships which I have already describ’d. Hale 
Parks belong to Beetham Hall, indeed they must have been 
the Parks of the Hall, which confirms my derivation of the 
Word. The Village is placed on the Edge of the Rocks for 
the sake of Fire & Stone, & each little Tenement seems to 
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have run dowh to the River or Lane near Pious Bridge. 
There never Was a good House in it. A Large Rock in Hale 
Fell w 0 * 1 forms a hugh Obelisk serves as a Dial to the Peat 
Workers in the Season for getting of Turf. About ioo Yards 
S th East of this is the rocking Stone* weighing several Tons, 
& yet resting on so small a Ballance as to move with One’s 
Finger. 

Hale Brig at the bottom of the Green was rebuilt in 1770 
at the expence of such Persons as had Lands over the 
Water. 

[147] Observations. 

I find that Hawking Hill in 1704 let for £8 : 14 8 : o p r 
Annum. The Tyth Barn in Hale £22 : n*: o p r Annum. 
James French of London Taylor who went from this Village 
a poor Boy, got a good Fortune & shewed his Love to this 
Parish, see page 39 [of MS.] 

John Hutton of this Place Bayliff for the Lord, fofc majny 
Years (50 years) was a very sensible Man. He died about 
1720. I have seen some of his Accounts & am indebted to 
them for affording me Light. 

William Jackson Vicar liv’d many Years in Hale. 1683, 
Eliz. Dickenson gave to the Village of Hale £1:0:0. In 
1678 Richard Dowker gave to Hale & Beetham £10 : o : o, 
Rich* Jackson to Hale £5:0:0. In 1709 Rich d Hadwen 
whose Family is still the Chief in Hale, gave by Will to Hale 
£5 : o : o. In 1695 Robert Waller & Wife left to Hale .& 
Whassdt £5 : d : o. I fance we have some of the Descen¬ 
dants of the Beetham Family in the Beethams of Hale. This 
is doubtfull. 

About 1737 Robert Burrow & John Hudson shore ah Acre 
long Measure in one day in Archer Close for 6*/6 d the 
Wage. 

In the Spring of this 1784 after a long & violent Frost, a 
rock of I fancy 200 ton Weight roll’d down from the high 


* Since the above was wrote, the Rocking Stone is de¬ 
stroyed by some Mischievous Persdns. 
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Ridge w** runs frojn Park End House on Hale Fell, South¬ 
ward—’twas a truly Alpine Event & Centuries to come the 
Stone will be view’d with admiration. 

[148] Pious Bridge 

crosses the River at the foot of Hale Meadows. ’Twas 
rebuilt in 1708, & rebuilt again in 1770, at the expence of the 
Township. There was antiently a Cross on this Bridge 
which occasions its name. A Family of Huttons owned this 
Place for above 150 Years, the last of which is now alive tho* 
without Issue. 

Hang Bridge 

on the Turnpike Road from Burton to Milnthrop, receives its 
name I think from a foolish Circumstance about 100 Years 
ago, tho’ it has been said that on Hang Hill near it, the Lord 
of the Manor us’d to execute Felons, w^ gave to both these 
places their names. The power of these Arbitrary Lords did 
reach a great Way, even to Life & Death at certain times, 
when Government was unhinged. 


[149] Whasset or Whatside 

D r Burn thinks deriv’d from Whatside of the Country ? 
We have an old apple call’d Whasset, it may be perhaps 
from that. There was formerly a Hall in this Village, but 
little tracing of its Ruin this 50 Years. It stood on the North 
Side in the middle of the Place. From an old Writing I find 
Whasset was much the same as at present in the 30 th of 
Elizabeth. In 1703 the Corn Land was measur’d. It con¬ 
tain’d about 165 Acres. Park, Shepherd, Atkinson, Moon, 
Tomlinson, & Procter are old Family names in the Village, 
also Archer. Richard Sill own’d & liv’d at the i Bt House left 
Hand from Hangbridge. This was the great Defacer of the 
Church in Oliver’s Time. In 1707 the Great Tyth of Corn 
was purchased free for ^265 : o : o. see page 22 [of MS.] 
paying Yearly a fee farm Rent to M r Shepherd of Natland of 
twenty Shillings. The Turnpike was made thro’ Whasset in 
1758. Crooklands, Dauthams, Wellflats, Knott Hills, New- 
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lands, Brantsides, are names of Lands & Fields taken from 
their Situation; Kirkbank in John Tomblinson’s Estate pro¬ 
bably has belong’d to Beetham Church at some period. No 

1 rather think it was the first Bank on the road leading to 
the Church. The present Dan 1 Wilson of Dallam Esq r 
erected a Monument to the Memory of John Shepherd of 
Whasset, my worthy Friend, a Taylor by Trade, well versed 
in Country business, & generally beloved.

[151] The Township of Farlton. 

Overforth & Akebank. 

And first of the Manor. 

In Doomsday Book, amongst the Lands of Roger of Poictou, 
were those ofFaretun [Fareltun], Prestun, Hennecastre, Eure- 
sham, Lefuennes. The following Account of the Harrington 
Family, I give from D r Burn. In the Reign of King Richard 
the first, that King granted unto Gilbert Son of Roger fits 
Reinfred who married Helowise, Daughter & Heiress of W m 
de Lancastre the 2 d , the 7 th Baron of Kendal, certain Lands 
in Levens, Farelton 4 Carucates of Land, Preston Holm, 
Berton, Henecastre, & Loppeton with the Fisheries belong¬ 
ing to the said Lands, & all other Liberties & Priviledges. 
In the 49 th Edw d 3 d , 1376, Nicholas de Haverington held the 
Manor of Farlton of Ralph de Beetham by Homage & Fealty 
& the Service of two Marks a Year. The said Nicolaus had 

2 Sons, the elder, S r James Harrington knight from whom 
descended an elder branch [of Harringtons, the younger son 
was Sir William Harrington] kn* who married Margaret 
D r & Heir of S r Robert Nevill, & by Her had Issue i 8t 
S r John Harrington who was slain a day before his Father 
at the Battle of Wakefield in the 39 th Henry 6 th , 2 d S r James 
Harrington who succeeded to the manor of Farelton & was 
attainted in i 8t Henry 7 th for having sided with the House of 
York; 3 d S r Robert Harrington, who was also attainted for 
the same Cause. On this Attainder the Estates being con¬ 
fiscated, King Henry 7 th granted the same to S r Edw d 
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Stanley kn* a younger Son of the first Earl of Derby, For 
his personal Service in the Lancastrian Cause. Thus in y® 
4 th Hen: 7 th there is a Grant made by that King to Edw d 
Stanley kn* pro Corpore suo, of the Manor of Farleton in 
Lounesdale in the County [of] Lancastre, & the Manor of 
Farleton in Kendal in the County of Westmorland, w ch lately 
belong’d to James Harrington kn* & ,w ch by reason of the 
Forfeiture of the said James came to the Hands of the King, 
To hold to the said Edward & the Heirs Male of his Body of 
the King & his Heirs for ever, without any account 

[152] to be made to the King for the same. And in the 
5 th Hen: 8 th after the Death of the said Edw d 
Stanley Lord Monteagle (which Title was given Him for the 
attack on the Mount which gain’d a Victory over the Scotts) 
the Inquisition finds that Henry 7 th had given the said 
Edward by Letters Patent the 8 th of Aug 8t in the 4 th year ‘of 
his Reign the Manor of Farelton in Kendale & that the said 
[Manor] ought to descend to the Heirs Male of the said Edw d 
& the Reversion to the said King Hen; 7 th which now is in 
our Lord the King Son & Heir of the said King. The Arms 
of Harrington were sable a frett Argent. In 1616 1 find by 
my own Writings, that Richard Hutton Sarjeant at Law held 
the Manor of Farleton, of Inheritance. In 1617, 15 th Ja 8 i 8t , 
he was made Lord Chief Justice of the Court of Com n Pleas. 
In 1644 S° n was Sheriff for the County of York & slain 
in Lord Digby’s Retreat to Skipton by a mistake of the 
Parties in confusion 1646. In 1694 Manor was held by 
Robert Byerley of Goldsborrough in the County of York Esq r , 
S r Christopher Musgrave of Eden Hall Cumberland Kn* & 
others & Sold free to the Tenants see page 54 [of MS.] for 
^953 : o : o paying the Free rent of £1 : 4 : o to the Superior 
Lord, viz Derby. 

Besides the Manor, there were certain Lands in Farlton 
belonging (as to Lordship) to Hugh Lord Clifford & sold free 
in 1762 to the Tenants,—viz. Kiln Hall, The flatts, the 
Crook, & an Acre in the Ings in all 6 acre rent io 8 : 8 d & 2 
Capons, value i 8 /4 d —The Ellers part of’em 9J acres n 8 : 4 d 
& 3 Capons 2/. The Ellers 24 acre Rent £1 : n 8 : 4 d & 6 
Ca*ons, value 4•/.

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In 1643 Oct* 4 th Thomas Wilson of Heversham Hall 
Gentleman was Commissary for the Army of Westmorland & 
Cumberland under the Command of S r Philip Musgrave, & I 
find that he raised by the Constable of Farlton, 1 Bushel of 
Meal 6 8 & 8 d —1 Bushel of Malt 6 B : o d , Stone of Butter 
3 s & 9 d . From Holm, 1 Bushel Oats 3 s /o d 1 Bushel Malt 
6 8 /o d 1 Stone of Butter 3 s /o d in bread ^ Bushel 3 s /4 d 1 Stone 
of Cheese i 8 /a d 

[153] The Village of Farlton. 

The Word means perhaps Far Town from Beetham Hall. 
There is a Tradition that this Township antiently belong’d to 
the Parish of Burton : But the Story about a Plague, the 
People refusing to take the Dead at Burton Church, & their 
being rec d at Beetham Church (w ch made the Farltoners 
belong to us ever since) is improbable. For besides what I 
have said of Country Parishes being commensurate with the 
Lordship, Farlton seems from the time of the Conquest, to 
have been held of Beetham ; I think that it was a Chapeldry 
of old ; for on Chapel Hill near Farlton there did a Chapel 
antiently stand. Some of the Wood & Timber in it, now 
makes the Roof of an old Barn in the Village. Farlton is 
placed in Lat: 54 Degrees 21 minutes, Long: 2 : 25. 

I don’t find a Manor Hall at Farlton. In 1609, Jane 
Burkins of this place left a Diaper Table Cloth to Beetham 
Church. In 1760 Farlton contain’d 76 Souls, Overthwaite 
24 Souls & Akebank 7. The Names of the old Families are 
Cartmel, Hutton, Preston. The Abbot & Convent of Shap 
had certain Lands at Farlton, w ch at the Time of the Dis¬ 
solution were in the Hands of John Gibonson & the Wife of 
John Hutton. 

[154] Henry Wilson of Kirby or Underley amongst other 
great Charities gave 5 p r Annum out of the 

Tythes of Farleton for Exhibitions, for 7 poor Scholars, four 
of them from the School of Kirby Lonsdale & three from the 
School of Kendal, to Queens College Oxford. The said 
Scholars to be natives of Westmorland or Cumberland. 
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On the top of Farlton Knott are some Beacons,* & the 
remains of a Beacon House. Raven Scout is a Ridge of 
Rock forming a Steep Precipice in w ch these Birds build 
their Nests. The Waterfall at Beetham is called sometimes 
the Force, & sometimes Beetham Scout. So the Back of 
Windscar is call’d Scout; the lower ground at the Bottom is 
called Underlade. This Hill is found to be 594 feet above 
the level of the Turnpike road. Sometimes Eagles are seen 
at Ravenscout. On the North Side of this Ridge of Rocks, 
on the Summit of the Mountain are two long plains of pretty 
good Ground call’d greater Fairslack & less Fair slack : in 
the latter stands a remarkable Stone, the name, standing 
Stone. It appears to me one of the many Rock Temples or 
Altars to be found amongst us ; The antient Marks of Pagan 
Worship. Within this Century Newbiggin has claim’d this 
Stone as their Boundary ; but ’tis my Opinion, they ought to 
have kept on the other side the 7 Wells, a Spring, so called, 
a little Eastw d of the Standing Stone. It seems natural to 
suppose that the first Inhabitants of Farlton & Newbiggin as 
well as the present, wou’d choose to partake of this Water, 
so convenient to both their Flocks. Tho 8 Holm, aged 75 
tells me he walk’d the Boundary, when a Boy, with the 
Farlton People, that they begun at the far side of Firehill 
Brackendale (probably this place might be named so from 
some Bone Fire of the Children there) & went up in a direct 
Line with the Slack at the top of the i 5t Eminence & so to 
the 7 Wells: from thence along the top of the Ravenscout 
Ridge to Holmpark Wall. This honest Man then remembers 
that some of the Company on a Sudden took up a Boy & set 
him suddenly on his Head in the Well, claiming thereby, 
thro’ future Memory, a right to the Well. He also was at a 
boundering of the Holm People who kept on the top of the 
above said Ridge, & some of them coming down into the 


* These Beacons were erected in 1468; so were the 
Beacons of Hardknot, Winfell, Orton Scar, Penrith and 
Black Comb. Warton is not mentioned, and therefore I 
suppose the old Roman Fortification there wou’d be put to 
the same Use. 
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plain, was call’d up, as going wrong, by one of the most 
respectable People of Holm. 

June the 12 th 1777 I W.H. was at the measuring from 
Holm park top along the Ridge down by the Well, in a line 
with Fire Hill to the Enclosed Land at the bottom & found 
it 100 rood, at 7 yards to the Rood, to the Well, & from thence 
to the bottom 85, in all 185 Rood 25 y d> less than £ of a Mile. 

[156] Overthwaite 

by Contraction Worfat, alias Overforth or Orforth from its 
Situation over the Ford or Thwaite, that is, over the Water 
or the Meadows from Whasset & Milnthorp. The Miln & 
Kiln at this place, I find, in Queen Elizabeth’s Time were 
found to be an antient Miln &c. In 1659 there was a dispute 
with Anthony Byerley Esq r the Lord of the Manor, about 
this Miln. The Lord was plaintive & George Hutton of 
Overthwaite Defendant. Plaintive’s plea,—This is a Cus¬ 
tomary Tenement within the Lordship of Farlton, & the Miln 
& Kiln holden of the Pl t8 Lessor paying a yearly customary 
rent of i3 8 /4 d * The Plaintive’s Lessor enters upon the Milln 
& Kiln for a forfeiture for not paying of a fine upon the 
Death of Thomas the Defendant’s Father. The Defendant 
in answer to this, Prov’d his Title of Inheritance & descent 
thro’ his Father Thomas, His Grand Father George, his great 
Grand Father Thomas Hutton Yeoman of Overthwaite, who 
died possess’d of this Miln & Kiln in 1588 with other Tenant 
right Lands & Tenements, as appears by his last Testament. 
(I beg leave to add here that this Defendant’s eldest Son was 
Thomas Hutton, His Grandson George, his great Grandson 
George, myself am Brother to the said Geo: now Merch* 
at Liverpool.) He then prov’d the Miln & Kiln to be a 
Parcel of the Lordship of Farlton & Held according to the 
custom of the Barony of Kendal; & next, that Customary 
Milns and Kilns within the Barony of Kendal, use not to pay 
fines either upon Descent or Alienation. That the Tene¬ 
ments in the Lordship did pay Fines but the Milns & Kilns 
never. That the Defendant cou’d shew a long train of his 
Ancestors Receipts and Acquitances for Fines, but that for 
the Miln & Kiln they had never been demanded. 
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[157J I have given the just mentioned dispute to show 
the Custom in such like Cases. In 1723 there was 
another dispute about the Water coming to the Miln, with 
John Dickinson, when the said John Dickinson paid 40■/. 
damages for attempting to divert the Water. When I pull’d 
down an Old House call’d Gawan’s House in 1767, there was 
found upon the Wall Plate, under the Thatch, in a little Cow 
Horn, the open End stuft’d with Straw, 16 Angels of Hen: 
6 th 8 d° of Henry 8 th 4 Rose Nobles of Hen: 8 th 2 half 
Sovereigns of Edw d 6 th . 

Overthwaite Morass was taken up by Award & Agreement 
seepage 59 [of MS.] in 1763; from being worth little or 
nothing ’tis now improv’d, & become excellent Ground; 
Such the Advantage of enclosing. Within this 30 Years, 
Farlton & Overthwaite Carrs were unimprov’d. Car is a 
Danish Word signifying a hollow place where Water stands. 
The Village of Overthwaite about 1610 was entirely 
Huttons; and it seems the Place from whence all the 
Huttons in the Parish at first were deriv’d. About 40 years 
agoe at Farlton & Hale there were above a dozen Families 
of the Name. From Geo: Hutton my Great Grand-father 
about 1640, sprang the (i.e. Huttons) Families of Ickerinsha, 
Nook, & Burton. The Family at Burton still exists in 
their present worthy Vicar. From my Grand-Pather, Tho® 
Hutton, sprang the Family (i.e. of Hutton, see p. 126 [of 
MS.]) at Halkin Hall in Middleton; still resident there. 
Gawen Hutton in 1663 left a Legacy of Three Pounds, the 
Interest to be annually given to the Poor on this side the 
Sands. My Grand Father was Proud of claiming Relation¬ 
ship with S r Rich d Hutton Lord Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas. I have writings of his Lordship’s in my Possession 
confirming it. As he was of the Family of Hutton Hall nigh 
Penrith, 1 shall be able to make out a Pedigree from that 
Quarter. (The Arms, are Argent on a fess Sable; 3 Bucks’ 
heads, caboshed, Or.) 

[158] Since my writing the last page D r Burn favored me 
with the Pedigree of Judge Hutton, but as I know 
not where to attach my first Ancestor on Record, shall not 
here insert it. 
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Akebank 

or Oakbank from a Grove of Oak Wood upon the steep 
Bank of the Rivulet w 0 * 1 comes from Lupton into Beetham 
Beck. 

[189] A few Addenda concerning Wetherslack. 


This was the old Name; M r Hunter the worthy Curate 
supposes it to come from Wether & Slack, the place of 
Keeping Wether Sheep. Witherslack, Meethap & Ulvah 
make 1 /3 d part of Beetham Parish & contains about 60 
families. 

There is no trace left of the antient Hall, the Seat of the 
Leyburns, see an Acc* of them in D r Burn’s History of 
Westmorland. It stood a few yards East by North of the 
present Mansion. There is now stands a Building once a 
Chapel, but a more antient One is said to have stood, a little 
way before the New Hall Door, & Probably S r Tho 8 
Broughton lies buried thereabouts. Within these few Years 
the late Earl of Derby has much improv’d the Estate & 
nurs’d the Woods. He has run a five foot Wall round the 
Skirts at 6 8 /6 d p r rood or 7 y ds for some Miles, & made a good 
road (thro’ the length of the Demesn) w ch cost /40, at his 
own expence. Dean Barwick’s Charity is so well known 
that I scarce need mention it. His Brother D r Peter Barwick 
says the Estate made at first £50 p r Annum, however the 
Charity neated only ^40 a year viz £26 to the Curate £\ to 
the repairs of the Church, & ^*10 to repair highways, marry 
poor Girls & putting out Apprentices. The Estate is now 
^160 p r Annum & honestly apply’d by the Worthy Feoffees 
(1777) D r Barwick died 1664 aged 53 (see his Life) The 
Chapel was built the same Year. At this time, there was a 
dispute whether or no it shou’d be built on the top of Ubank 
for the mutual advantage of either Slack; ’twas carried 
against the bleak Situation by one Vote. Ubank or Yew 
Bank is in some old writings called “ Everberry.” The soil 
of Witherslack is either on Grey ragg or Limestone; or 
Meadow on Turf. It is curious to see the one part Ragg, but 
on each side of the Valley cover’d by cumbrous Mountains 
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of Limestone : the position leaves an evident trace either of 
the Deluge, or the Chaotick Convulsions in the Creation of 
the Earth. The Dibbing of the Ragg is very extraordinary 
a little below Latterbarrow. There is both Copper & Iron 
amongst the Limestone Hills; but all attempts to succeed 
have been in vain ; I am persuaded from the Nature of the 
Rocks & the smallness of the Veins w ch run in all directions, 
that the access to any considerable Body in any part of our 
Parish is impracticable. 

The names of Estates & Fields &c are indicative of their 
Situation, or some peculiar Circumstance or Accident which 
has befallen Them, or the name of some Inhabitant. This 
Summer I begun my Tour from the Chapel by Rakefoot to 
Poolbank, from Rakefoot Barn 250 Yards on the Road with 
your back to Yewbank is a fine prospect on the right to 
Ridale Hills, on the left to the Sands; Tautop in front. 
Levens Hadding Well the next Object; good Water. 
“ Raike ” from a long footpath or Raik down the Mountain. 
A man perish’d there in a dark night. 

[190] A little Further on the left stands Moss How, two 
Estates, One now, ^26 p r ann. Strickland Hill 
has two Estates & good old Yeoman Houses on Them. 
Hasha Green, one House, next appear’d, & after it in Ruins 
Buckhead House formerly the Mansion of the Deer Keeper, 
now part of Low Wood. I here turn’d out of the Road to 
visit the three Lowood Estates, good Antient Houses ; but I 
find every where the Yeomandry extinct, not one Owner 
lives on his Estate ; therefore instead of Hospitality & Kind 
Benevolence, here in this delightful Retreat nothing is to be 
found, but poor Farmers racking the Grounds, because rack’d 
by their Landlords. Beyond these I pass’d the Brook 
“ Papper ” but why so call’d I know not, & now rose up to 
Poolbank, w ch takes its name I fancy from Helton Tarn or 
Pool. This small Lake of ^ a Mile Length divides Lanca¬ 
shire & Westmorland. Pool Bank is in Crostead at the 
extremity of Witherslack, & so pretty a place in so fellish a 
Country surpris’d me. 1 return’d thro’ the High Park & 
cast my Eyes over Thorpensty, Hodge Hill & other rural 
diserted Seats. My Walk thro’ the remaining long silent 
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dreary Woods, afforded me no variety ; & I sunk into Con¬ 
templation ; till the Hall of the Leyburn Family rous’d my 
Attention. If I chose Monastic Life here wou’d I dwell. 
Nothing of Antiquity occurring however as food for my 
Remarks, & the Sound of the Wood-ax yielding no Refresh¬ 
ment, I hastened to Dinner at my Inn at Rakefoot. 

In the Afternoon I tasted the Water of Witherslack Well; 
this was discover’d about 1660 by some Children gathering 
Strawberries. D r Short says ’tis good for the Stone, Gravel, 
Worms, Aplexy, Dropsy, Jaundice. A House was built over 
it a few Years agoe. 

The Estates of Halecatt, Breesty Head, Birks lie on my 
right Hand from the Chapel coming to Fell End, an Antient 
House suppos’d to belong formerly to the Barwick family; 
The Bishop of Chester din’d there when He consecrated the 
New Chapel in 1671. 

Down in the Fields lies Latter Barrow. The Hills are 
call’d Barrows, this name is therefore from its Situation. 
Town End (six or seven Houses) I fancy from there being no 
Houses nearer that End of the Township. Long How a very 
mean Cottage is said to have been the dwelling of the Vicar, 
before the present Vicarage was built in . On the 

left of Town End, or up the Valley lie Kirket Nook, High 
Yeat & Nether Hall. On the road to Kendal is the New 
Smythy erected by the Feoffees, Gorrel beck, the old Smythy, 
the Mill, Turner Hill. On the Left a little out of the Road 
is Beckhead a small Village situate where the Beck springs 
Romantickly out of the Rock. Here were formerly four good 
Families, the Pride of Witherslack. Now alass ! Houses 
deserted by their Owners. Nigh this place is a piece of 
Ground call’d Deer Garths which bespeaks the Venison 
of the old Park to have been taken here. Lawfell 
[191] End & Bellet How Estates are the furthest on the 
East of Witherslack & a Spring of Water which comes 
rushing down Whitebarrow Side bounds the Parishes of 
Beetham & Heversham. This Water is of a very petrifying 
Nature, & the hugh pieces of cemented Matter which are here 
seen on the Hill side, is very Extraordinary. I cannot 
account for their formation, but from supposing a quantity or 
Thicket of Wood to have formerly grown there & to have 
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obstructed the Stones &c which roll’d down, & the Limestone 
Matter which flow’d in the Water to have fill’d up the Inter¬ 
stices & made those rude concretions w^ we now behold. 

Meethap & Ulpha or Ulvah. 

In 1290 I find Roger de Mythop granting to Furnace 
Abbey, that any Persons belonging to that House shou’d stay 
all night with their Carts or Carriages at his House & have 
Liberty of pasture &c & free ingress or Egress thro’ all his 
Lands in Westmorland, (no bad thing for the Monks) Quere, 
may not Mythop be deriv’d from Myt, or Mid & thorp the 
middle Thorp over the Sands & Boggs or Mosses from Miln- 
thorp to Cartmel ? This Roger & his Father Henry bore 
Arms, Ermine a Lion rampant b. crowned Or. In 1762 the 
Estates of Mythop (w th others on this side the Sands) all but 
the Holm Island were enfranchis’d by Lord Hugh Clifford : 
as they came into that Family from the Prestons, ’tis pro¬ 
bable they were held under the abbot. The little Estates at 
present are five the Families 6. 

[192] Ulvah or Ulpha situate at the Side of Ulpha’s 
Craggs seems to take its name very antiently from 
Ulphus, a Saxon who had many Estates in the West parts 
of Deira or Yorkshire. Ulverston, Ulveston in Yorkshire, 
Ulphus Park in Cumberland, all seem to come from him as 
their Quondam Lord. This, tho’ only two Estates is a little 
Manor under D. Wilson of Dallam Tower, one of which he 
is Owner of, himself. 

Fowlshaw is said antiently to have belong’d Sizergh ; but 
laterly to Heversham Hall, now to Dan 1 Wilson Esq r This 
[is a] large Moss or Turvery

[125] The Wilson Family. 

In the Year 1576, Henry Wilson* was Senior Alderman of 
Kendal, and the first of that Order, being one of the most 
principal Men of the Town. He died unmarried & Left his 
Fortune amongst his Brother’s Children. The Family was 
then in Lyth, & had before that time been long fixed at the 
Heaves an Estate in Helston. The Brother in Lyth (whose 
name I cannot find) had a large Family and supported it 
with buying & selling of Cattle. He put his Son Edward 
apprentice to the then flourishing Manufactory at Kendal, 
which he afterwards carried on with great Success for some 
Years, till having acquired a .very large Fortune for that Day, 
he pretty early in Life gave over Business, & took the Farm 
of Nether Levins, where he resided till a little before his 
Death, which was in 1653, a * the age of 95 Years.f He pur¬ 
chased several good Estates & yet what is remarkable never 
liv’d at one of his own. This Gentleman in the Year 1613 
built a handsome School House on the side of Heversham 
Head, and in 1619 endowed it with divers Messuages in 
Kirkby-Kendal, Whitfield, & Strickland-Ketel. In 1652 he 
devised two seperate Rents of £6 : 13 3 : q d each, the one to 
Trinity College Cambridge, the other to Queens College 
Oxford for the Maintenance of a poor Boy at either Univer¬ 
sity “ to be taught at & sent from the said School of his, & 
from no other.” He further devised a third Rent of ten 
pounds p r Annum to tha Poor of Heversham Parish on the 
East side of the Mosses for Ever. The Exhibitions are at 
present, 1772, each £20 p r Annum, the Poor Money ^30 pr

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Annum ; such the advance of the Times. The aforesaid 
Edward, at the age of 93, rode from Nether Levens 
[126] to York, in one Day, and returned the following day 
in health & good Spirits. Having no Children he 
gave his Wife’s Daughter by a first Husband a handsome* 
Portion, and soon after married Her to a near Relation of 
his, Thomas Wilson, then in the Kendal Manufactory; settled 
them at Heversham Hall, an Estate of his ; & in the End 
(after living about two or three years with them) Left them 
the Bulk of his Fortune. There is in the Dining Room at 
Dallam Tower a valuable Picture of this first Edward taken 
in his very old Age. 

His Kinsman, Thomas Wilson, (born 1592 at Dalton, Son 
of Tho 8 Wilson who died a.d. 1624), succeeded him, and died 
in 1656 at Heversham 64 years old, leaving several Children. 
Edward his Eldest born in Lyth 1618 the first night of the 
Comets Appearance, James his 2 d Son at Ninzerg 1652, 
William his 3 d and several more. James, the 2 d Son, Begot 
Edward of Natland, Edw d of Natland married Hannah, D r 
of Sam 1 Hutton of Poulton in 1687 & begot James,! Mary, 
Lettice, & Hannah ; whose Descents are as follows, viz 
James was the Father of the Present Cap 1 Edw d Wilson of 
Kendal, who has two Sons. Mary, born 1688 married 
Thomas Hutton of Halkin Hall,! Middleton, & had several 
Children ; Thomas a Clergyman, Edw d &c. Lettice was 
married to W m Tomblinson, of Arkholm, & had several 
Children, of which John has now an Estate at Whasset. 
Hannah m d Ja 8 Carter of Ellen [Ellel ?] Grange, Lancashire; 
& had Children. William, the 3 d Son of Thomas Wilson 
commonly call’d of Heversham Hall, but more properly of 
Nether Levens, was Rector of Wynandermere & had Children

He married first Janef 
Daughter of Gawen Braithwaite of Ambleside Hall Esq rc 
and by Her had Issue Edward his Son & Heir born at 
Parkhouse 1651; also two Daughters, Eliz th in 1672 married 
to ... . Swetnam of Somerford in Cheshire t£sq r , 8 c 

Elinor, who was married to Roger Crowl, Esq r , of Frystone, 
near Ferry Bridge, Yorkshire in 1675. The said Roger 
Crowl had by Her, Eleanor (married to W m Tennant of 
York, Merch 1 ), She was called the handsomest Lady in her 
Day of that City, & Thomas Crowl, afterwards of Cunswick, 
but whose Issue are all dead.J W m & Eleanor Tennant had 
one Child Eleanor married to George Hutton of Overthwaite 
in this Parish Yeoman & my Father. Little Edward married 
to his 2 d Wife Dorothy D r of Richard Kirby, Esq r of Kirby 
Hall in Lancashire; by whom he had Roger Wilson|| of 
Casterton, who had a Son & D r Edward & Jane (born 1683). 
Jane married Oliver Marton Esq r of Lancaster, who had 
several Children, viz Edw d , Member for Lancaster, died 
without Issue, Mary, married to Rigby Molyneux Esq re of 
Preston, who had several Children: their 3 d D r , Lucy,

I George eldest Son of Roger married his Coz Eleanor 
Crowl of Hull, & had Issue .... the name now

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married to Me (W H.). Oliver Marton, present Rector of 
Lancaster, has issue two Sons. The 2 d Roger Wilson of 
Casterton by Descent had Issue Roger, & 3 D rs . Roger died 
without Issue; Anne married Marwood Place, Vicar of 
Kirby Lonsdale, and Elizabeth married .... Cams, 
Attorney at Law; who has 3 Children. There are two 
Pictures of Little Edward in being and one of his 2 d Wife. 
The Epitaph on the Family Monument puts his death 1707, 
& makes his Character that of “ Amici Fidelis, boni Civis & 
integri Magistrates.” He was a rich, active, popular Man. 
Dorothy, his Wife, died in 1709. She gave an Estate at 
Kellet to Beetham Church. 

[164] Long Edward succeeded his Father; during his 
Father’s Life he liv’d at Park House, a House in 
the Park belonging to Thirland Castle, purchased by his 
Ancestor, the first Edward Wilson. He married (1677) 
Catherine D r of Daniel Fleming of Rydale Hall Baron 1 , & by 
her had Issue Daniel his Son & Heir, & Catherine who died 
unmarried in 1721, & lies buried with her Mother (died 1701) 
in Tunstal Church. He died in 1719, with the name of 
“ sinceri, aequi et Eruditi.” His wife is favor’d with the 
following Compliment, which She well deserv’d “ Feminam 
seu Conjugem, scu Matrem, spectes lectissimam.” Daniel 
Wilson their Son & Heir married (1716) Elizabeth,* D r of 
W m Crowl of Hull, Merch 1 Sister of George Crowl Consul at 
Lisbon, & of Richard Crowl (an eminent Councillor at Law) 
both of whom serv’d in Parliament for Hull. Daniel sat in 
the House for Westmorland near 40 Years. In 1747 he 
resigned to his Son. He built the present Dallam Tower in 
1723, died in 1754 at the Age of 74, an extremely honest Man, 
a good Neighbour, & fond of Peace & Quietness. His 
Children were, Edward, George, Thomas, Daniel, & Dorothy 
& Betty (who died unmarried). George Wilson serv’d many 
Years in the first Regim* of Foot Guards wherein he was 
Lieutenant Colonel. He married Ann Sibyle Harrinson (in 
1762) D r & sole Heiress of Allan Harrinson Esq r of Osbal-

diston Hall in the County of Lancaster, by whom he has one 
Daughter Sibyle Elizabeth (died 1773). Thomas (bro 4 up to 
the Law) married Lucinda Sister of the present Rowland 
Holt, Esq r of Redgrave in the County of Suffolk, & Member 
of P 4 for the said County. They have several Children. 
Daniel the 4 th Son, married Elizabeth, D r of . . . Livesay 

of Livesay in 1752, but hath no Issue. Dorothy Wilson 
jnarried W m Flems D.D. Arch Deacon of Carlisle only 
Son of S r George Fleming, Baron 4 & Lord Bishop of Carlisle. 
They had Issue one D r Catherine, who m d , but died without 
Issue. 

[165] Edward Wilson eldest Son & Heir of Daniel, born 1718- 
19 sat in Parliament for Westmorland two Sessions. 
He married Dorothy eldest Daughter & Coheiress of S r William 
Fleming of Rydale Baron 4 (1746) by whom there are now 
living three Sons & 5 D rs viz Daniel born in 1747 now upon 
his Travels, William a Merch 4 in London (died [born ?] in 
1754), Edw d (1759), Dorothy (born 1750), Eliz th (1751), Marg 4 
( 1 755), Catherine *(1752), Barbara (1753) & Charlotte. He 
died in 1764, aged 45. His great Hospitality & warmth of 
Friendship made him much Lamented. The Wilson Arms, 
Argent 3 Wolves Heads sable coup’d sanglante.—Crest a 
Blazing Ball or Shell. 

[129] Family of the Duckets. 

The following Pedigree I will give from D r Burn. 

John Ducket of Fillingham in Lincolnshire in the reign of 
Richard 2 d married Margery the rich Heiress & Daughter of 
W m De Windsore of the Manor of Grayrigg. Hence came 
the Duckets into Westmorland. They enjoy’d the Manor of 
Grayrigg for 12 Generations following with Peculiar felicity, 
that none of the Issue Male possessors of the family Estate 
was ever in Ward, Every ancestor living untill his own Heir 
was above 21 Years old. 

1. John Ducket & the aforesaid Margery had a Son &

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2. Richard Ducket of Grayrigg who married a D r of S r *

When the Family at Our Parsonage sunk into low Circum¬ 
stances & the Goods were sold at common Sale, an old- 
Wright had bought a handsome old Picture painted on Wood, 
the Portrait of one of the Ducketts. This He had converted 
into a Clock Case. When I went to pray with the Widow, 
on a certain time, I found on examining the Clock Case the 
following Inscription cut thro’ with the Barbarous Saw. The 
Rev d M r Wilson of Heversham fill’d up the Letters as 
follows & favor’d me with the following Translation.

[131] When I sent this to D r Burn, He observes of It in 
his History—“ According to the Course of Chrono¬ 
logy this must be the Picture of Anthony Ducket Esq r whose 
Son Lionel at that time Fellow of Jesus College Cambridge, 
most probably accomodated His Father’s Picture with this 
Inscription.

1637 in the 
12 th of Charles I st & the Inquisition finds that He died seised 
of the Manor of Grayrigg, holden of the King in Capite as of 
his Manor of Kendal called the Richmond Fee, worth by the 
Year ^10; & of the Manor of Docker holden of the King in 
Capite by the Service of the 20 th part of one Knight’s Fee 
worth by the Year £3 : 6 s : 8 d . And of the Manor of Lambrig 
holden of the King by Kn ts Service, by the Year £3. And of 
the Rectory of Beetham holden of the King as of the Manor 
of East Greenwich, in free Socage & by the Rent of £25 p r 
Annum, &c &c & that Anthony Ducket was his Son & Heir 
of full Age. S r Francis built the large Pigeon House at our 
Parsonage in 1620.

Richard Buskel was 2 d Son of the Buskels of Milnhouse in 
the Parish of Kirkby Lonsdale. In the Year 1557 a Grant was 
made from Philip and Mary to Richard & two more Gentle¬ 
men of divers Lands parcells of disolved Houses ; amongst 
w ch were Eversham Manor & Messuage with all belonging to 
it in Mylnthorpe, Rowelle Austinthest [Ackenthwaite], Wood

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House or elsewhere. He had Issue by his Wife Catherine 
Bindloss, Thomas, Robert, & James & four Daughters. He 
died in the 44 th Eliz. 1602 as appears by Inquisition taken at 
Kendal that Year. He settled his Estates on his Son Thomas 
at his Marriage, but the said Thomas died before his Father 
& Jasper Son of the said Thomas was his Heir. Now this 
Thomas Eldest Son of old Richard had Issue by his Wife 
Frances Cholmley, I st Jasper as we have seen. 2 d John who 
died unmarried. 3 d Ralph. 4 th Thomas who also died 
unmarried. Jasper Buskel in 1613 sold Heversham Hall & 
Demesn to Edward Wilson of Nether Levins. He was a 
Council at Law & died unmarried. His Brother Ralph 
therefore succeeded him. He had Issue Marg 1 , Anne, 
Thomas, & Jasper. It was this Thomas I fancy who rented 
Cappleside Manor.* Of these Children Jasper also married, 
viz. Mary Daught r of Hillary Bradley of Arnside Tower, & 
by her had Issue Thomas, Robert, Catherine, Hillary, Ralph, 
Alice & Margaret. Of this Issue Ralph by his Wife Olivia 
had one S >n Ralph Bouskel. When Olivia was a Widow, 
She purchased of John Tomlinson for ^140 : o : o in the Year 
1665 the Great Tythes of Heslack & Storth. Her Son Ralph 
Buskel died in 1712 possess’d of some part of the said Tythes, 
& left Issue Tho 8 to whom He mortgag’d the said Tythes, 
& Ralph to whom he left them. This Ralph Bouskel married 
Elinor Burrow, and had Issue Robert, John and Thomas, each 
of whom has children this 1770. 

[160] The Thweng Family. 

The following Account I transcribe from D r Burn.— 

The Lumley Fee is deduced from Lucy the third Sister of 
the four Sisters of the last Peter de Brus. She married 
about 1270 Marmaduke de Thweng,+ Lord of Kilton Castle 
& Thweng. They had a Son Marmaduke de Thweng who in

f He & his Wife Lucy gave two Closes of Land to 
Gisburn Priory 
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the 3 d Edw d 2 d with his Coz: German William de Ross 
obtained a Grant of a Market and Fair at Kirby in Kendal. 
He died in the 10 th of Edw d 2 d seised of the fourth part of the 
Barony of Kendale. He was succeeded by his Son W m de 
Thweng who died in 14 th Edw d 3 d & by the Inquisition taken 
after his Death appears what was then the Thweng Share of 
the Barony. After repeating the Inquisition of his Estates 
&c, the Inquisitors add, “ that Robert de Thweng Parson of 
the Church of Warton, Brother of the said William is his 
next Heir & of the age of 40 Years and upwards.” Robert 
died in the 18 th of Edw d 3 d seised of the Premisses aforesaid, 
Thomas de Thweng Parson of the Church of Beetham being 
his Brother & Heir. This Thomas de Thweng died in the 
48 th Edw* 1 3 d 1375 having 3 Sisters Coheirs, the youngest of 
whom had no Portion in Westmorland, the other two Lucy 
& Margaret had this Thweng Share betwixt them. Lucy the 
eldest of the 3, was married to Marmaduke de Lumley from 
hence came the Denomination of Lumley Fee. NB. Margaret 
married S r Robert Kilner of Swine Yorkshire, & Katharine 
became the Wife of S r Ralph Daubigne Kn*. (I am inclin’d 
to think now in 1779, that the Towers in my Parish were 
built by the Coheiresses of Rich d Fits Roger by Marg 1 
Banister, see p. 169 [of MS.], in King John’s Reign, & that 
our Church as well as Beetham Hall is about that age. In 
1322 the Scots cross’d the Sands & ravaged the whole 
Country. This will imply a later Date than the Fitz Rogers, 
for the Towers, if we suppose them built to guard the Sands 
against the Scotts: & probably we shall be nearest the truth, 
if the Hall & the Church be made equal to King John’s & the 
Towers to the last of Edw d 2 d . 

[166] For the 2 following Pedigrees, I am obliged to a M.S* 
History of Warton Parish in 2 Vol 8 Folio by John 
Lucas born at Carnforth, who wrote 1710 to 1744. In the 
Latter I have inserted such additional Anecdotes as are 
come to my Knowledge; the former is verbatim, & M r Lucas 
informs us, that ’twas copied by him from a fine Vellum Roll 
which one John Burrow of Warton in the time of the Civil 
War, begg’d from a Soldier who was going to throw it into 
the Fire. 
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Henry Redmaine Steward of Kendal subscribing among 
several other Northern Gentlemen, as witness to a Grant of 
Robert Vipont to the Abbey of Hepp in Westmorland, 8 th 
Callends May 1212. Three Years after, W m de Lancaster 
the 3 d joining with the Barons at Rochester, Benedict Son & 
Heir was the first of the ten Hostages taken by King John. 

Adam de Redmain de Yealand married Ellen D r of Adam 
de Aurunches of Leighton, & obtained free Warren of his 
Lands. This Adam had a Son who dying without issue his 
two Sisters became his Heirs. One m d Adam Yealand de 
Leighton ; the other m d Roger Croft de Dalton, (but tho’ the 
Name was here extinct, yet we find a branch of the Family 
owners of Levens) Arms. 3 Cushions Ermine, button’d & 
tassel’d or. Adam de Aurunches whose D r Ellen m d Adam 
de Redmain de Yealand is the most antient Inhabitant we 
find of Leighton ; this was for two Descents. Alice D r of 
Adam Lord of Leighton was m d to Robert Coigners (the 
Coigners came in with William the first). He had issue by 
her Adam Coigners & 3 D rs . 1. Katherine m d first to S r W m 
Singleton Kn l ; next to Tho a Clifton, but had no issue by 
either. 2 d Alice m d to .... 3 d Isolda m d to W m Son 
of Henry, Son of Roger, Son of Henry de Croft. This 
William Croft was Heir both to his Father & his Uncles 
Roger & Gilbert; & Adam Coigners’s Wife dying without 
issue, he became Lord of Yealand Coigners & Leighton 
Coigners in right of Isolda his Wife, by whom he had issue 
Roger Croft who m d Elizabeth Sister & Heir of John Son of 
Adam Redmain de Yealand: by this he join’d the other 
Yealand to his Estate ; but Roger dying without issue his 
Brother John was his Heir. 

This John Croft had a Son Adam who died in his Father’s 
life time, but left a Son John to whom his Grandfather at his 
Death 2i 8t of Edward 3 d left his Estate. This John then 5 
years old became a Kn l & had his Seat at Dalton, which with 
the rest of his Estate he left to his Son John Croft, who m d 
Mabell D r of Roger Bradshaw,* by whom he had Nicholas 


* properly Bradeshay of Hay. See Mary Molyneux’s Diary at 
Beetham House . 
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Croft of Dalton Esq r who was living 7 th of Henry 6 th . He 
left issue by Ellen his Wife, James Croft of Dalton Esq r who 
m d . . . . D r & Heir of ... . Butler of Freckleston 
Esq r & had issue two D rB Coheiresses viz. Mabell m d to S r 
Pierce Leigh of Leigh near Lime Cheshire ; & Allison m d to 
Geoffrey Middleton Esq r a younger Son of Thomas 

[167] Middleton of Middleton Hall in the Parish of Kirby: 
Lonsdale. This Geoffrey liv’d at Leighton & was 
of so much account that Peace being Concluded between 
Edw d 4 th & James of Scotland in 1464, he was the only Esq r 
that had the Honor to be appointed Conservator of the 
Peace, together with 9 Lords & 11 Knights. 

S r Robert Middleton his Son & Heir was a Kn l i 8t Rich d 3 d 
& married Anne only Child & Heir of Roger Beetham of 
Beetham by whom he made a large addition to his Estate. 

The 27 th Aug st , 4 th Hen: 7 th this S r Robert & S r Peter 
Leigh made a Partition of the Lands belonging his Grand 
Father James Croft, when it was agreed, that Leighton, 
Yealand Coigners, & Yealand Redmain was the part of S r 
Robert. By Ann D r & Heir of Roger Beetham Esq r he had 
issue Thomas Middleton of Leighton Esq r to whom King 
Henry 7 th gave thanks by his Letters for his Service done in 
Scotland. 

This Thomas m d 18 th of Edw d 4 th Joane D r of S r Tho* 
Strickland & had issue Geoffrey who died childless aged 15, 
& Gervass then 7 years old. By Inquisition taken 9 th Heny 
8 th , Thomas Middleton Esq r held 10 Messuages in Kellet of 
the King as of the Dutchy of Lancaster in Soccage rent 2 s /7 d , 
one Messuage in Yealand Coigners by the Service of 1 / 10 th 
part of a Kn 1 ’ 8 Fee, & the Manor of Leighton & a pasture 
call’d New Close, & a Messuage in Dalton of the King &c. 
By another Inquisition 11 th Heny 8 th , he held much the same, 
& by a 3 d made the 19 th of the same Reign, it appears that 
Joane his Widow held 38 Messuages 500 acres of Land in the 
Yealands by the Service of a 10 th part of a Kn ts fee as afore¬ 
said. She died 6 th April last, Gervass their Son then 23 
years old. 

He m d two Wives i 8t . . . . D r of Kirby of Rowcliff in 
this County but had no issue. 2 dl y .... Kirkham of 
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Northamptonshire by whom he had George Middleton Esq r , 
& by an Inquisition 2 d of Edw d 6 th Gervass held io Messuages 
40 acre in Kellet & 14 Messuages 300 acre in Yealand 
Coigners, 30 Mess 8 200 acres in Yealand Redmain, & the 
Manor of Warton, also 28 Mess 8 100 acres & ^"28 rent in 
Warton of the King as of the Dutchy, by Service of a Kn t8 
fee & 4 Messuages 100 acres & rent 20 8 / in Leighton, de 
Marchioness Northampton &c 2 Messuages in Derflet, 2 in 
Dalton 4 in Whittington & Newton & 4 in Docker of Tho 8 
Lord Morley, the Fealty rent 6 8 /. Also Lands in Kellem r 
Brinning & Ray fealty rent 2 8 /, Lands in Kirby of the King, 
rent 2o d & Lands in Bootel rent 8 8 / Lands in Terwitfield as 
by V 8 th part of a Kn t8 fee. Lands in Flegarth of the Lord 
Marquess fealty & rent i d . the said Jervass died Feby 20 th 
last, George his Son 26 years of age. 

George Middleton of Leighton Esq r Son & Heir of Jervass, 
m d to his first Wife . . . . D r of S r Marmaduke Tonstal Kn 4 
& by her had two D rs m d to Beesty & Phillips. His 2 d Wife 
was Margaret D r of S r Ch r Metcalf by whom he had 3 Sons 
& 3 D r8 , Mary m d to W m Bradley of Arnsett Tower Esq r , 
Bridget, to John Metcalf Esq r & Jane or Eliz th to S r W m 
Hungerforth of Saxton Yorkshire. Their Young 84 Son Robert 
Middleton m d a D r of . . . Montaign [? Montagu], in Yorkshire 
by whom he had Frances died unm d , Elizabeth m d to Tho 8 
Dalton of Thirnam Esq r & Joane m d to Col 1 Francis Hunger¬ 
forth Son & Heir of S r Philip Hungerforth, but the Colonel 
being slain at Chester for King Charles I st Joane his Widow 
was afterwards m d to W m Hammond Esq of Scar- 
[168] thingwell by whom they had issue Gervas Ham¬ 
mond Esq r & died 7 th Jany 1698 aged 79. 

George 2 d Son of George & Marg 4 Middleton was slain at 
Meclin in the Low Counties, but Thomas their eldest 
married Katherine D r of S r Rich d Houghton of Houghton 
Tower by whom he had 3 Sons & 8 D rs . In the 5 th of Charles 
I st when the Papists were called on to pay their 3 ds due to the 
Crown, this S r Thomas of Leighton Oct r 6 th 1629 com¬ 
pounded for all his Lands in Lanc r Westmorl d & Tythes of 
Warton for the annual Rent of £100 to be paid Martinmas 
& Whitsuntide. He also compounded for Arrearage ^"300 
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to be paid directly: but if his Estate shou’d appear before 
Penticost to be worth ^460 p r Annum then to pay £20 
more. 

His D r Anne m d Edw d Wright of Brougham Esq r West¬ 
morland. 

Johan m d to Edw d Middleton of Middleton Esq r 
Westmorland. 

Mary to Tho 8 Carus of Halton near Lan CT Esq r 

Margaret to John Huddleston Esq r of Milium. 

Katherine to Peter Moss of ... . near Kirby 
Steven 

Elizabeth to Tho 8 Hemsworth of great Purston Esq r 

Grace to Rich d Farringdon of Ribbleton Esq r 

Bridget to ... . Garter Esq r 

Thomas their 2 d Son died unm d . Robert 3 d Son m d Jane 
D r & Coheir of Tho 8 Kitson of Warton Gentleman. 

Their eldest Son S r George Middleton m d two Wives. i 8t 
Frances D r & Heir of Rich d Rigg of little Strickland & had 
issue by her Geoffrey died childless, also Mary & Katherine. 
To his 2 d Wife he m d Anne D r of George Preston of Holker 
by whom he had Tho 8 who died an Inf 1 . S r George liberally 
& bravely assisted King Charles i 8t with his Person & Estate. 
He was a Colon 1 in the Army & forced to pay the Rebel Par¬ 
ham* ^60 p r an m settled & ^850 in Money. M r Loyd com¬ 
putes his Sufferings ^2646. He was knighted by Charles i 8t 
at Durham June 6 th 1642 & a Baronet by Patent the next 
day. After the Restoration he was High Sherif for the 
County the 14 th & 15 th of Charles 2 d . He lies buried in 
Warton Church with a small Monument over him of Marble, 
died in 167$, his Lady Ap 1 12 th 1705. 

Mary their D r & Coheiress m d Somerford Oldfield of Chester 
who had issue by her George Middleton Oldfield who m d the 
widow of S r . . . Clark. Soon after the Death of his [mother] 
Lady Anne Middleton he came to live at Leighton. Feb* 
1705 [6] he buried his Son Henry at Warton & soon after died 
himself. He left 2 D rs Coheiresses; the eldest m d Albert 
Hodgson Esq r who had Leighton Hall, & the younger [Thomas] 
Fletcher Esq r of Hutton Hall Cumberland sans issue. Albert 
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Hodgson engaged in Rebellion 1715, was long attainted &his 
Estate confiscated till 1722, when being sold by Auction, the 
yearly value ^327, a Friend bought it in & restor’d it. 
Albert Hodgson Esq r had two D rs Anne m d . . . . Hawarden 
of Wiggan, Mary m d Ralph Standish of Standish & Borwick 
Esq r whose i 8t Wife was Lady Philippa Howard 

[169] D r of Henry Duke of Norfolk. This Mary had no 
issue by M r Standish & after his Death m d [George] 
Townley Esq r but died without a Child. Thus neither of 
Albert Hodgson’s D rs having Issue, M r Townley procuring 
the Estate of Leighton pull’d down the old Mansion & built 
the present Structure about 1765. This amiable Gentleman 
formerly an Officer in the French Service, but long since 
retir’d to a Rural Life, devotes his time to Acts of Charity & 
Goodness. In the old Hall Windows were painted. The 
Following Arms of Families, who either married, or were 
nearly allianced to the Middletons, and I (W. H.) here insert 
them as throwing great Light upon the venerable & antient 
Family of Beetham Hall or Castle,

In 1776 these Arms are no where to be found about 
Leighton Hall. In the Pew, Warton Church, amongst 
others, is the 6 th & 7 th , the i 8t 2 nd & 9 th . As the Pew has 
undergone different repairs the others are wanting. 

Pedigree of the Beetham Family—to shew how the Arms 
of Fitz Rogers, Dunston, Banister, & Burton, Descended 
with the Estates, to the Middletons of Leighton Hall. I. 
(W.H.) particularly insert it, to shew the Alliance of these 
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antient Country neighbour* Families; & to illustrate the 
Monument of the Beethams & Middletons still to be seen in 
our Church. See page 136 [of MS.]. 

Rich d Fitz Roger had a Son, called Roger fits Richard, Lord 
of Wood-Plumpton, Lytham, Kelgremarsh, &c, in Lancash r & 
m d the D r of Warren Russel [Bussel], Baron of Penwortham, 
by whom he had issue Rieh d Fitz Roger, Founder of the 
Priory of S 4 Culbert [Cuthbert] of Lytham, who m d Margaret 
D r & Heir of Dunstan Banister, who was living the 
[170] 6 th of King John, and by Her had issue 4 D rs Co¬ 
heiresses. First Maltilda who had the Manor of 
Wood Plumpton & m d Robert Stockport Baron of Stockport 
Chesh r . He died 7 th of King John 1206. 2 d *Avicia m d 
William Son of Henry Lord of the Seignory of Milium, & 
had issue Adam de Milium Lord of it in the 15 th Henry 3 d , 
whose D r & Heir Johanna bro 4 that Lordship by marriage to 
John de Huddleston. Quenilda 4 th D r m d Roger Garnet 
Lord of Houghton near Lancaster, Forrester of the County, 
& had issue Benedict who i 8t of King John [was] fined in 40

Trustees. Videlicet. Six & Twenty Pounds yearly thereof 
to the Curate of Witherslack for the time being, as an aug¬ 
mentation to his Salary, Provided that he be in the Holy 
Order of Priesthood, that he be diligent & conformable to 
perform the office of the Church at all such Times as by the 
Law & laudable Custom is required, that he be of a pious 
sober & peaceful life & conversation, that he keep a School 
within the Hamlet, & teach ,the children of the Inhabitants 
Gratis, that he be diligent in Catechising the children of the 
Inhabitants publickly in the Chapel, that he instruct the said 
Inhabitants out of the Homilies of the Church set forth or to 
be set forth by Publick Authority, but that he do not pre¬

To the right Rev d Father in God, John Lord Bishop of 
Chester the humble Petition of the Paritioners of Beetham in 
the County of Westmorland & in the Diocese of Chester, 
humbly shews, that the Parish of Beetham is of a large extent 
containing some Hundreds of Families & notwithstanding the 
greatness of the Ecclesiastical Profits arising out of it, We 
have only a Titular Vicarage the Impropriator enjoying not

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only the greater Tythes of Corn, Hay & Wool & Lamb, 
Easter offerings & Glebe; but also all the casual Dues 
arising from Burials, Weddings Churchings & Church-yard, 
not reserving one Penny to the Vicar out of all the Profits 
except Thirteen Pounds in Money, anciently given out of the 
rent of the Rectory due to the King of England & payable by 
his Majesty’s receiver which hath also been detained, not¬ 
withstanding all which, the Vicarage is a Presentation by his 
Majesty, & further shews that about five years since, we 
prevailed with M r John Brockbank to become our Minister 
who having obtained his Majesty’s Presentation has 
since been call’d on for First fruits, (which in the King’s 
Books are ^13 : 7 : 6) & for the not payment of them (there 
being no Vicarage Dues to raise them out off, which made 
him conceive the payment of them belong’d to the Impro¬ 
priator who enjoys all the Profits) he was lately attached by 
a Writ out of the Exchecqer for ^26 : 15 : o and is now a 
Prisoner in Kendal where he is like to continue to our great 
Prejudice & his own undoing being but low in Estate, & in 
danger also to be call’d on for Arrearages of Tenths both for 
his own time & his Predecessors nor shall we hereafter expect 
any Provision for our Souls, which will certainly encrease the 
number of Quakers who are already too numerous in these 
parts <&. much discourage those who are desirous of means of 
Grace, & not able to Travel to other Churches under all 
which Prejudices we have no hope of redress unless by your 
Lordships Power & Mediation. 

May it therefore please your Lordship to take our and our 
poor Minister into Consideration & either by your Lordship’s

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[183] Copy of a Letter concerning the Kinds of Stones 
in my Parish of Beetham, to the Lord Bishop of 

Landaff. 

Nov r i 8t 1783. 

“ My Lord 

I have sent you the Stone N° i, which you desire 
me to do, from Hale Fell. I have been this morning to 
examine the Bottom of a Well with many steps down into it, 
in a Romantic Dell in Storth called the Thoroughs perhaps 
Your Lordship may remember the place. The Rocks on 
each side of the narrow road are high & covered with Ivy. 
This Well has for ages been about 16 feet deep from the 
road, but wanting Water in droughty Summers, a few months 
agoe the Neighbours gave it a greater depth. They 
descended three feet thro’ the same common Limestone 
which forms the Eastside Rock, & which is 44 foot higher 
than the road, (alltogether will be 63 feet) Here they met 
with about £ an inch of reddish Clay lying upon the flat 
polished Surface of a black Stone of close composition. See 
N° 2. The larger piece will shew Your Lordship the flat 
Surface & the less is a Chip from the bottom, two feet more 
when they came to plentiful Water ; ’Tis much blacker ; & I 
must confess that in such a Situation I expected Lava, but 
am afraid it is only Limestone. For once, my good Lord, 
give me leave to trouble you with a brief description of the 
Stones of my Parish; They may some little assist your 
Lordships Memory, & I hope will second your own 
Observations. 

i 8t . In Ulva—Grey-ragg Stone, that is, a grey fissile 
Stone, of w^ formerly was made a bad heavy Slate & 
Flagg. This lies from the Surface to a great depth of 
Quarry. 

2 d On the South Side Sands, Limestone, white, grey, 
black, blew, the last of which is most ponderous, the hardest, 
& makes the best Lime. Each of these Sorts receive their 
Colour & weight from a mixture of Iron, of Copper, of 
different Sparrs, 
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[184] 3 d * Blue ragg-stone, or fissile, of a light blew Colour 

& close simple composition, & exposed long to air 
becomes brown, & suffers the Liverwort to grow upon it, 
generally a white moss; is not found in Quarry, but thinly 
scattered over the Surface of the Ground, or within a few 
feet below it. Tis sometimes lineally intersected with white 
Spar. Its bulk, from the Pebble, thro’ the Cobble to Large 
roundish Masses of i a Ton weight. 

4 thI y. The Callierd or Dog:flint—scarcer than the Blew- 
ragg, much heavier, compounded of block or red or green or 
purple spotts or Substances, set in a blew ground—not fissile; 
breaks with a heavy stroke in all directions has a rough Skin 
or Crust, is frequently blended with Spar, which where it 
happens, occasions a decay. It supports a red Moss, or a 
white one, but never the Liverwort that I have seen. It is 
of all bulks like the ragg Stone & not in Quarry. 

5 th The Yellow Granite or Yellow Beard, or Thunder 
Stone, about one third scarcer than the Callierd, of a pale 
yellow, extremely hard, & full of Flints of different shapes, 
mixed with Spar & other Substances. This very Hetero¬ 
geneous Mass is not in Quarry, The Granite, the Callierd, 
the Blew ragg, were found formerly on our Field Land, 
equally with our Commons, Agriculture has driven Them 
into the bottoms of Fences, into the foundations of old 
Houses. There they remain subject unto Man, but uncon- 
quered by his Hammer or his Chizel: the Norman Masons 
left them untouch’d; the Country People have given to 
Them Nicknames innumerable.

April Fool day —The Feast of Fools was held in imitation 
of the Roman Saturnalia, on the first of January ; but seems 
to be remov’d in the Callendar to the i Bt of April. 

Boys have something given them at the Church Door after 
a Wedding; this antiently was a Gift of the Bride tc her 
Schoolfellows to buy a Ball with. 
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[In the cover of the Beetham Repository is a copy of the 
Courier of Saturday, December 25th, 1813, which contains 
the following advertisement. It seems to be of sufficient 
interest to warrant my printing it at length.— Editor] . 

WESTMORLAND—MANOR of BEETHAM with 
ARNSIDE and WITHERSLACK. 

TO be SOLD by PRIVATE TREATY, the MANOR of 
BEETHAM with ARNSIDE, with its rights, royalties, 
and appurtenances. Also Beetham Hall, Arnside 
Tower, and another capital Farm-house, called the New 
Barn ; and the demesne and other lands, containing 
691 a. 2R. i8p. statute measure, or thereabouts, of arable, 
meadow, and pasture land; and 531 a. ir. 34P. or there¬ 
abouts, of wood land; with valuable water mills, on the 
river Beeta, having a constant supply of water, with a 
fall of fourteen feet clear of the wheels; and six Cottages, 
at a small distance from the mills.

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The old school building of Beetham, which had served its 
purpose since 1841, was in 1901 deemed inadequate for 
modern requirements by the Education Department. 

The parishioners of Beetham decided to build a new 
Church of England school in memory of Queen Victoria. 

The site, near the old school, on “ The Maines ” where the 
old toll-bar stood, was given by Maurice Bromley-Wilson, 
Esq., of Dallam Tower, And conveyed to

a residence for the schoolmaster or teachers of the said school which 
said school shall always be in union with and be conducted upon 
the principles and in futherance of the ends and designs of the 
Incorporated National Society for promoting the education of 
the Poor in the principles of the Established Church throughout 
England and Wales.

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APPENDIX C. 

(See p. 148.) 

John Lucas, the author of the History of the Parish of 
Warton , was born at Carnforth, as he himself says in a couplet 
which he composed for his own monument:— 

Camford me genuit, docuit Wartona, aluitque 
Leedes Celebris pannis: Hie lapis ossa tegit. 

He was educated at Archbishop Hutton’s Grammar School 
at Warton, and sometime afterwards obtained an appoint- 
at Leeds, where he died 26th June, 1750, aged 65. He was 
buried in the churchyard of St. John’s Church in Leeds, 
where, notwithstanding Dr. Whitaker’s statement that the 
place of his interment is now forgotten ( Richmondshire , vol. ii., 
p. 340), there is a tombstone to his memory. It may be well 
to record the inscription, for which I am indebted to Mr. G. 
D. Lumb, one of the honorary secretaries of the Thoresby 
Society:— 

Elizabeth uxor et Anna filia Johannis 

( Haec 7 0 Aprilis 1731 16 0 

Lucas obiere i aet 

( Illai9°Junii 1730 41° 

Vita labore perfunctus hue accessit 
Johannes Lucas 27 mo Junii aet 66 to Salutis 
1750“°. Also here lieth the Body of Lydia 
the wife of Mr Richard Lucas who died 
the 19th June 1776 aged 66 years. Also 
John eldest son of the said Mr Richard 
Lucas died May the 9th 1780 aged 36 years. 

Also the Body of the abovesaid Mr Richard 
Lucas merchant who departed this life the 
30th day of October 1785 aged 72 years. Also 
Richard son of the abovesaid who died the 
2nd day of October 1786 aged 36 years. 
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Also Elizabeth second daughter of the abovesaid 
Mr Richard Lucas who died April the 19th 1811 
aged 68 years. 

Also Lydia youngest daughter of the late 
Mr Richard Lucas died Deer 12th 1828 
aged 81 years. 

When Lucas removed to Leeds I do not know, but it must 
have been before 1713, as the registers of the Leeds Parish 
Church contain the record of the baptism of his son Richard, 
27th May, 1713. Probably it was before the year 1710, since 
Baines, in his History of Lancashire, says that Lucas lived in 
Leeds above forty years. His friend and contemporary 
Thomas Wilson, F.S. A., says, in his Historical Register (MS. in 
Leeds Library), that Lucas was chosen by the Committee of 
Pious Uses for the Parish of Leeds in Yorkshire to be master 
of the Free School of St. Mary Magdalen at the Bridge End 
in Leeds, and removed to be master of St. John’s Charity 
School, June 17th, 1726. He was a friend of Ralph Thoresby, 
the antiquary, who refers to him in his diary as his “ dear 
friend” and “dear Mr. Lucas.” Under the date of May 
19th, 1722, Thoresby records as follows:—“Afternoon, 

showing curiosities to Mr Lucas’s brother, come from remote 
parts of Lancashire.” Thoresby does not mention Lucas in 
the Ducatus , which was published in 1715, and it is probable 
therefore that the acquaintance did not begin till after that 
date. 

Curiously enough, Dr. Whitaker, in his History of Rich - 
mondshire , refers to Lucas as “ Robert ” Lucas. 

Lucas left in manuscript (1) “Collections relating to the 
Civil, Ecclesiastical, and Natural History of Lancashire, with 
the Pedigrees of the Gentry,” and (2) “ The Antiquities and 
History of the Parish and Parish Church of Warton, in 
Lancashire.” Thomas Wilson says he read the latter MS., 
in 1736, and that it was dedicated to Thoresby and dated 
New Year’s Day, 1723 (o.s.). Thoresby says in his diary 
under 2nd January, 1724, “ diverted with a manuscript writ 
by my friend Mr Lucas concerning his native country; ” and 
on the 7th, “ Even, concluded the perusal of Mr Lucas’s 
manuscript, in folio, wherein he has shewn much reading, 
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and his digressions, though long, are instructive.” (See 
Atkinson’s Life of Thoresby , 2 vols., 1887.) I can learn 
nothing of the first of Lucas’s MSS., and the whereabouts of 
the second is also unknown. Mr. Hutton and Dr. Whitaker 
both had it before them—the former when he compiled the 
Beetham Repository , and the latter when he wrote the History of 
Richfnondshire. It must have been lost soon afterwards, 
because Whitaker says in his preface to the Ducatus, p. ix., 
published in 1816, that having perused the MS. about thirty 
years ago, he has since in vain endeavoured to retrieve it. 
Tradition says that it was afterwards in the Leeds New 
Subscription Library, which was established early in the last 
century, but was discontinued about 50 years ago, when the 
books were sold. There are two copies known to exist of 
parts of the MS. One is in the Bodleian Library (shelf mark 
MS. Top. Lancs, c. 2.), and was made by the Rev. J. 
Watson between 1759 and 1778. I learn from Mr. Purnell, 
the assistant librarian, that when Watson copied the MS. it 
was in the possession of Mr. Richard Lucas of Leeds, who 
was no doubt the son of theliistorian, and who died, as the 
tombstone records, in 1785. This was just 30 years before 
the date of Whitaker’s Ducatus ; and it may be, therefore, 
that at the death of Richard his effects were sold, and with 
them the MSS. The other copy of the History of Warton is 
in the possession of the vicar of the parish, having been for¬ 
warded anonymously on the 26th November, 1879, from 
Leeds. I have, however, been able to discover that the 
donor was the late Mr. William Beckett, M.P., a well-known 
Leeds banker. How he acquired it I cannot learn. This 
copy was (I am informed by Mr. W. T. Lancaster) made by 
his friend Thomas Wilson, who succeeded Lucas as master 
of the Charity School, and died in 1760. There is a reference 
to him in Dr. Whitaker’s preface to the Ducatus , p. iv. 
Neither of these copies appear to be complete transcripts. 

A short description of the Warton copy may not be out of 
place. It is a quarto; the leaves, which are of paper, 
measuring ii£ inches by 9 inches. The water-mark is a 
fleur-de-lys, below which is a plain shield bearing a bend* 
On the fly-sheet is written :—

The manuscript begins on page I., and ends at the bottom 
of page LVI., the last entry being that relating to the Butts. 
Then follow twenty-two blank leaves, and the last eight 
leaves and the inside of the end cover are occupied by other 
matter having no relation to Warton, and apparently collected 
by Thomas Wilson. 

Editor. 
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This somewhat confused account of the descents of the 
owners of the manor of Yealand, Mr. Hutton says he took 
verbatim from Lucas’s History of Warton , and he is followed 
very closely by Dr. Whitaker in his History of Richmondshire y 
vol. ii., p. 303. But the ultimate authority appears to have 
been a vellum roll w T hich formed part of the plunder of 
Leighton Hall at the time of the rebellion of 1715, and of 
which Lucas obtained a copy. Recently, however, a good 
deal of light has been thrown upon the earliest possession of 
Yealand, by Mr. W.’Greenwood, in his work The Redmans of 
Levens and Harewood (T. Wilson, Kendal, 1905). He quotes 
a charter which shews that the vill of Yealand was granted 
by William de Lancaster I. to Adam d’Avranches, thus con¬ 
firming the vellum roll of the Middletons when it says that 
this Adam was “ the most antient inhabitant we find of 
Leighton.” But it is difficult to reconcile Mr. Greenwood’s 
discoveries with the statement by Lucas that Ellen, the 
daughter of Adam d’Avranches, married Adam de Redmain 
de Yealand, for there is no evidence of any member of the 
Redman branch bearing the name of Adam till the sixth in 
descent from Adam d’Avranches. Mr. Greenwood shows 
with tolerable certainty that Adam d’Avranches had two 
sons—Roger and Norman—the latter of whom assumed the 
surname of de Redman, and that the manor was probably 
divided between them. He also shows that Norman’s son 
Henry de Redman, seneschal of Kendal, married the daughter 
of Adam, dean of Lancaster. Possibly, therefore, there may 
may have been a confusion in the vellum roll between Adam 
d’Avranches and Adam the dean, and for Adam de Redman 
we should read Henry de Redman. But, on the other hand, 
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the subsequent descents do not confirm this conjecture, and 
one is obliged for the present to give up any attempt to 
reconcile the vellum roll with Mr. Greenwood’s discoveries. 

When, however, we reach the eighteenth century, I am 
able to make a few corrections from documents in my posses¬ 
sion. Mr. Hutton, quoting from Lucas, says that George 
Middleton Oldfield left two daughters coheiresses. If he had 
any daughters they must have predeceased him without 
issue, for at his death his estates devolved on his sister 
Catherine, the wife of Thomas Fletcher of Hutton Hall in 
Cumberland, and his niece Dorothy (daughter of his sister 
Anne), the wife of Albert Hodshon. He had three other 
sisters—Mary, Frances, and Elizabeth—all of whom died in 
his lifetime unmarried. He died 25th January, 170!, and by 
deed dated nth June, 1711, a partition was made of his 
estates, Albert and Dorothy Hodshon taking Leighton Hall 
and Park, Yealand Hall, and the demesne lands of Leighton 
and Yealand, the New or Red-deer Park, Leighton Moss, 
the Flattwood and the Intack; and Thomas and Catherine 
Fletcher the manors of Silverdale and Yealand, the demesne 
lands of “ Hyneing,” Hyldersley Moss, and certain lands in 
Yealand and Warton; and at the same time they made 
arrangements for payment of his debts, which were consider¬ 
able, out of the proceeds of the sale of the lands of Tewitfield, 
Whitbeck Mill, and the demesne lands of Durslett. Albert 
Hodshon had, of course, only a life interest in his wife’s share 
of the estates, and when he was attainted for rebellion it was 
this life estate which was confiscated. It was purchased for 
^1,562 by Thomas Winckley of Lincolns Inn, who was, 
no doubt, the friend mentioned by Lucas. Thomas and 
Catherine Fletcher sold the manor of Yealand soon after the 
partition. 

The arms of the Beetham family, given on p. 153, should 
be :—Or, 3 flowers de Luce azure , not argent. 

There are nine shields of arms on the pew in Warton 
Church, and as they so well illustrate the descents and 
marriages of the Middleton family, I venture to describe 
them here, taking them, by the kind permission of Mr. W. O. 
Roper, from his pamphlet, On the Value of Archeology in Legal 
Matters (1895), pp. 12 and 13, as follows :— 
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1. Argent,' a saltire engrailed sable, for Middleton. 

2. Lozengy argent and sable, for Croft. 

3. Middleton impaling Croft, for Geoffrey Middleton and 

Alice Croft. e 

4. Quarterly, 1st and 4th Middleton, 2nd and 3rd Croft, 
impaling quarterly 1st and 4th Beetham, 2nd and 3rd, 
argent a chevron indented azure, for Burton. This is 
for Robert Middleton and Anne Beetham. 

N.B.—“Chevron” is a slip for “chief” in the 
arms of Burton, as I find from a personal examina¬ 
tion of the pew. Mr. Hutton gives the arms of 
Burton as Or, a chief indented azure, but I think he 
must have made a mistake in the tincture of the 
field. 

5. Quarterly, Middleton, Croft, Beetham and Burton. 

This, I suggest, is for Gervase Middleton, who 
died in 1548. 

6. Quarterly, Middleton, Croft, Beetham and Burton, 
impaling, quarterly, 1st and 4th, sable, 3 escallops 
argent, for Strickland; 2nd and 3rd, sable, a fess 
dancette between eleven billets, for Deincourt. This is 
for Thomas Middleton and Jane Strickland. 

Papworth and Morant give the arms of Deincourt 
as:—Or, a fess dancette between 10 billets sable; 
but there are clearly eleven billets on the shield in 
the pew—four, three, and four. 

7. Quarterly, Middleton, Croft, Beetham and Burton, 
impaling, sable, 3 combs argent, for Tunstall. This is 
for George Middleton and his first wife, Anne Tunstall. 

8. Quarterly, Middleton, Croft, Beetham and Burton, 
impaling, quarterly, 1st and 4th argent, 3 calves passant 
sable, for Metcalfe; 2nd and 3rd, or, 3 hammers sable, 
for Hammerton. This is for George Middleton and his 
second wife, Margaret Metcalfe. 
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9. Quarterly, Middleton, Croft, Beetham and Burton, 
impaling, quarterly, 1st and 4th, sable, 3 bars argent, 
for Hogbton ; 2nd and 3rd, argent, a mullet sable,-for 
Ashton. This is for Thomas Middleton and Catherine 
Hoghton, and is dated 1614. 

The last coat is larger than the others, and has a crest and 
mantling. And as all the arms have apparently been carved 
at the same time, I suggest that* they were placed on the pew 
by Thomas Middleton at the date mentioned. 

Editor. 
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Since writing the footnote on Leighton Furnace, I have 
obtained further information which it seems desirable to 
record. 

The furnace was erected on land which formed part of the 
wastes of the manor of Yealand. It belonged to the lord, 
and was probably leased from time to time to those who 
actually worked it. It is referred to in the Yealand Inclosure 
Act (17 George III.), where the Commissioners for carrying 
out the Act are directed to allot to Sarah Gibson, the lady of 
the manor, 16 acres of land “ contiguous to her Iron Furnace 
there where she shall choose to have the same set out in one 
lot.** And by the Inclosure Award, the Commissioners 
accordingly allotted to Robert Gibson (devisee of Sarah 
Gibson, who had died between the date of the Act and the 
Award) a parcel of land “ being Lot 53 lying in that part of 
the said Common called Yealand Redman Common and 
contiguous to and surrounding the Iron Furnace late of the 
said Sarah Gibson containing 16 acres.** The plan attached 
to the Award shews this parcel of land and the buildings then 
standing upon it. Robert Gibson shortly afterwards sold the 
manor to Thomas Rawlinson, and doubtless the furnace also, 
for I have discovered amongst my papers a bill giving notice 
of a sale by auction on the 24th of October, 1815, of certain 
property at Yealand belonging to the heirs of Thomas 
Rawlinson. Lot 6 is “ Leighton Furnace,** which is described 
as “ Three Dwellinghouses and other buildings heretofore 
used for the purpose of making Pig Iron.** The furnace must 
therefore have been extinguished before 1815, and probably 
some little time before that date, for it will be observed that 
the bill does not say “recently used** as if it had only just 
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been discontinued, but “heretofore used,” which may mean 
a considerable time. On this point some evidence which has 
been obligingly furnished to me by Mr. Edward C. Backhouse 
of Hilderstone is of considerable interest. An old man 
named John Thompson, aged 86 (born February, 1820), and 
now living at Clawthrop, but who till recently had lived most 
of his life at Brackenthwaite, tells Mr. Backhouse that his 
grandfather worked at the furnace. Thompson’s mother told 
him that the ore was brought by sea from Furness to Arnside 
and thence carted to the smithy, and that the pig iron was 
taken to Halton. She remembered going with the carts both 
to Arnside for ore and to Halton with pig iron. The ore 
came from Furness, because doubtless the mines on the 
wastes had been closed partly on account of the inclosure 
which took place in 1778 and the consequent difficulty of 
carting the stuff to the furnace, and partly because these 
mines ceased, I believe, to be profitable. 

The power for driving the blast was obtained by means of 
a water-wheel turned by a race drawn from Leighton Beck, 
the remains of which are yet visible as far as the present cart 
road. Thompson tells Mr. Backhouse that the race passed 
through the garden in front of the existing cottages, and so to 
the furnace. This race, with the head or pool formed by 
damming up the beck, is clearly marked on the map attached 
to the Yealand Inclosure Award, and is shewn as running 
between the existing sheds below the barn and a large 
building, evidently the furnace itself, which stood just below 
the sheds partly on the site of the cottages. The ore was 
stored in these sheds, and could thus be conveniently tipped 
into the furnace. The charcoal, which Thompson says was 
burned in the neighbourhood, was kept in the existing barn. 
The inclosure map shews another large building (now 
demolished) on the left of the cart road, and nearly at right 
angles to the barn. Thompson remembers the water-wheel, 
which was of wood hooped with iron. He says that the 
furnace blew up and was never rebuilt, the stones being used 
for the adjacent fences, as indeed is evident from an exami¬ 
nation of them ; and I suspect also for building the cottages. 
Thompson does not know when this took place, but feels sure 
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it was before he was born, and this is confirmed by the sale 
bill referred to. We cannot as yet fix the d£te of dis¬ 
continuance with any greater certainty than that it was 
subsequent^ 1778, and some time before 1815*
